Houses  in  Town  Are  Burned  and  Other  Vengeful 
f ,  Acts  Committed  —  Women   Dragged   From 
Beds — Military  Parties  Make  Raids  in  Dublin 
— Persons  Arrested  Include  Journalists 


CORK,  Oct.  21. — A  military  party  was  ambushed  this  afternoon 
at  Clonakilty,  near  Newceston,  County  Cork.  Four  soldiers  were 
wounded,  two  of  them  seriously. 

An  armed  military  detachment  raided  the  offices  of  the  news- 
paper Echo  at  Enniscorthy  and  "pied"  large  quantiti^  of  type  in 
protest  against  the  "lies  about  the  military  and  police." 

CORK,  Oct.  21. — Reprisals  were  carried  out  today  at^ewccsr 
IT  Bandon,  where  mrlitary  lorries  were  recently  ambushed^ 
Vith  the  loss  of  two  officers.  Early  in  the  morning  the  public  house 
conducted  by  Richard  Sullivan  was  burned.  His  private  residence 
was  visited  and  the  man  was  dragged  from  his  bed  and  questioned  as 
to  who  was  in  the  public  house  on  the  night  of  the  ambush.  He 
escaped  from  his  captors,  but  wts  wounded  in  the  neck  by  a  bullet. 

Another  house  was  set  on  fire  after  a  mother  and  her  daughters 
had  been  dragged  out  of  their  beds.  Hay  and  straw  were  piled  around 
the  house  of  Patrick  Corcoran,  which  was  burned. 


VIOLENT  EXPLOSION 
ALARMS  DUBLIN 

LONDON,  Oct.  21. —A  vlo- 
Unt  explosion,  followed  by 
firing,  was  heard  in  various 
parts  of  Dublin  early  this  morn- 
ing, says  a  dispatph  to  the  Ex- 
change Telegraph   Co. 

Numerous  rumors  were  cur- 
rent in  the  city,  the  dispatch 
said.  One  report  was  that  the 
Government  arnvory  had  been 
raided,  and  that  a  large  supply 
of  arms  and  ammunition  had 
been  captured. 

The  explosion,  it  was  said, 
was  due  to  the  throwing  of 
hand  grenades  by  the  raiders, 
who  were  engaged  4n  a  running 
fight  with  the  police.

All  mis- 
slcnarlea  attached  to  the  mission 
escaped,  the  dispatch  said.

SKIBBEREEN,  Ireland,  6ct.  31. — 
Three  "Black  and  Tan"  policemen, 
returning  to  barracks,  were  am- 
bushed today  and  shot  and  wounded 
at  li*ap,  seven  miles  east  of  here. 
The  men  are  not  expected  to  re- 
cover. 

DUBLIN,  Oct.  tl. — Numerous  mili- 
tary raids  were  carried  out  this 
morning,  several  persons  being  ar- 
rested, including  two  journalists.

One  Refinery  Drops  Price  to 
$17  Per  Hundred  Pounds- 
Toronto  Merchants  Expect 
Early  Lowering  to  $16 


TORONTO,  Oct.  21. — A  rumor  In 
"the  sugar  market  here  today  was  a 
forecast  that  Canadian  refiners  would 
drop  their  wholesale  price  to  18c.  A 
further  rumor  was  that  one  of  the 
Canadian  refiners  was  prepared  to 
undersell  the  others  regardless  of  the 
price  quoted  by  his  competitors. 

Actual  sales  of  sugar  in  wholesale 
quantities  were  recorded  in  Toronto 
today  at  X^y^Q,  delivered.  The  Do- 
minion Sugar  Company  was  quoting 
117.21  a  hundred  pounds,  less  1  per 
cent  to  thA  trade.  In  retail  stores 
sugar  sold  fairly  generally  at  18c. 
Wholesalers  were  also  asking  18c  to- 
day. 

MONTREAL.  Oct.  21.— The  Do- 
minion Hugar  Refining  Co.  today  an- 
nounced a  drop  in  sugar  prices.  They 
are  now  quoUng  $17  as  the  price  per 
100   pounds. 

OTTAWA,  Oct.  21.— <7learing  up  ac- 
cumulations of  business  prior  to  the 
departure  of  the  Prime  Minister  on 
his  Western  tour,  the  Cabinet  coun- 
cil held  a  meeting  this  morning, 
when  the  situation  of  the  sugar  re- 
finers was  the  question  most  at  issue. 

In  respect  to  sugar,  the  Govern- 
ment has  not  yet  takvn  Action  beyond 
maintaining  suspension  of  the  order 
Issued  by  the;  Board  of  Commerce. 
It  ts,  however,  regarded  as  probable 
that  the  refiners  will  visit  Ottawa  to 
prsas  thslr  oas«. 

Their  proposal  for  a  readjustment 
of  the  customs  duties  on  raw  sugar  is 
understood  to  be  meeting  with  op- 
position, and  there  Is  doubt  In  of- 
flelsl  circles  If  the  Government  will 
b«  in  a  position  to  leda  the  refiners 
a#y  material  assistance.

NEW  YORK.  Oct.  21.— The  federal 
grsLnd  Jury  today,  as  the  result  of  a 
secret  Investigation  by  an  assistant  of 
the  Attorney-General's  office,  re- 
turned an  indictment  against  Armour 
&  Company,  Chicago  packers,  and 
against  the  officers  individually, 
charging  profiteering  in  violation  of 
the  Lever  Act. 

The  company  officers  Indicted  in- 
clude: J.  Ogden  Armour,  president; 
S.  E.  White,  vice-president;  Herbert 
A.  Phillips,  manager  of  the  dressed 
sheep  department  In  Chicago;  Arthur 
H.  Van  Pelt,  district  superintendent 
in  New  York.  Indictments  afso  were 
returned  against  Charles  A.  Neyer,  an 
assistant  in  the  office  of  Vice-Presi- 
dent White,  and  William  A.  Nethch, 
another  employee  in  this  city. 

The  investisation  on  which  the  in- 
dictment was  baaed  covered  eight 
weeks,  during  which  period  it  was 
found,  according  to  the  indictment 
that  the  average  selling  price  of  an 
entire  shipment  of  New  Zealand  lamb 
disposed  of  by  Armour  &  Co..  was 
$25.17  per  1,00  pounds,  and  the 
average  net  profit  to  the  company  was 
16.61. 


WIRELESS  TELEPHONE 
ESTABLISHES  RECORD 

LOS  ANGELES.  Oct.  21.— A  tele- 
phone conversation  over  4,100  miles^ 
of  wire  and  wireless,  establishing 
what  was  said  to  be  a  world's  rec- 
ord, was  held  today  between  Ava- 
lon,  Santa  Catalina  Island,  30  miles 
off  Los  Angeles  harbor,  and  the 
steamer  Gloucester,  200  miles  off 
Philadelphia,  according  to  state- 
ments made  here  tonight. 

The  conversation  was  between  8. 
W.  Mitchell,  chief  radio  operator  of 
the  Glout:ester,  and  E.  F.  Spicer, 
chief   radio   operator  at  Avalon. 


Chairman  Magratli,  of  Joint 
Waterways  Sectiorij  Sharply 
Corrects  Witness  Misrepre- 
senting Case  of  Dominion 


New  YORK.  Oct.  21.— Intima- 
tions that  Canada  Is  anxious  to  have 
the  United  States  bear  a  large  share 
of  the  expense  of  constructing  the 
proposed  St.  Lawrence  water  way, 
are  resented  by  the  people  of  the 
Dominion,  declared  Charles  A.  Ma- 
grath,  chairman  of  the  Canadian 
section  of  the  InternUtlonal  Joint 
Waterways  Commission  Investigating 
the  project.  Mr.  Magrath  made"^  this 
statement  before  the  commission 
here  today  when  Emll  P.  Albreoht. 
president  of  the  Philadelphia  Bourse, 
speaking  in  opposition  to  the  plan, 
declared  that  "if  Canada  wants  this 
canal,   let   her   pay   for   it." 

Mr.  Albrecht.  warning  of  peril  to 
United  States  investment  in  the  en- 
terprise In  case  of  war  with  Great 
Britain,  had  added  that  "Instead  of 
having  a  new  Me^erransan,  the 
Great  Lakes  would  be  another  Black 
Sea  with  a  Dardanelles." 

Mr.  Magrath  stopped  the  speaker, 
and  with  vigor  said: 

"The  Canadian  people  never  asked 
anyone  to  build  anything  for  them. 
It  is  quite  disagreeable  to  have  sug- 
gestions made  intimating  otherwise. 
Canada  has  taken  her  place  as  a 
oltlxen  of  the  world  and  Is  prepared 
to    bear    her    full    responsibility." 

The  Canadian  chairman  pointed 
out  that  the  movement  for  the  water- 
way connecting  the- Great  Lakes  with 
the  Atlantic  originated  in  the  United 
States   Congress. 

The  statement  by  Mr.  Magrath 
brought  cheers  from  those  attending 
the  hearing,  and  Mr.  Albrecht  of- 
fered  an    apology.

stitute is  to  promote  the  use  of  Al- 
berta coal   in  Middle  Western  cities.

Strike  Leaves  Many 
Without  Employment 

Unions  Affiliated  With  Transport  Workers'  Feder- 
ation Are  Particularly  Affected — Stoppage  of 
Work  at  Docks — Railway  Traffic  Is  Much 
Curtailed  Throughout  Country 


LONDON.  Oct.  i\. — -The  effect  of 
•  the  coal  strike  Is  appreciably  felt 
by  the  various  onions  Affiliated  with 
the  National  Transport  Workers' 
Federation,  the  members  of  which 
are  belnr  thrown  out  of  employsnent 
In  Increasing  numbers  by  the  coal 
stoppage.  The  reports  of  thss  stop- 
page of  work  from  various  branches 
which  wero  laid  before  the  executive 
committee  today  were  serious.  From 
fifty  thousand  to  on*  hundred  thou- 
sand transport  workers  ars  Idle,  and 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  other 
workars  In  other  callings  havsbaen 
obliged  to  ramaln  Idle,  according  to 
8«cr«tary  .Robart  WlUlama. 

At  midday  thoasan4s  eoanaeta4 
with  the  shipping  Industry  were  Idle. 
The  Clyde  area  was  especially  af- 
fected. At  Newcastle.  Hull.  Car- 
diff and  other  coal  porta  the  work 
of  loading  TSM«1«  diad.  and  It  is  ax-  , 


pected  unemployment'Will  be  inten- 
sified as  the  8uppllea..of  fuel  dimin- 
ish. Many  steamers  are  lying  Idle 
for  lack  of  cargoes.

SENT  TO  ARMENIANS 


Insolent  Demands  Are  Present- 
ed by  Moscow  Agent — Bol-

LONDON,  Oct.  21. — A  wireless 
dispatch  from  Moscow  reports  that 
Great  Britain  has  requested  the 
Georgian  Government  to  grant  a 
lease  of  Batum  to  Great  Britain  for 
a  long  term  of  years. 

The  dispatch  adds  that  the  British 
fleet  has  left  the  Baltic  Srsa,  as 
peace  between  Poland  and  Ku.><dia 
removec  the  need  of  a  naval 
blockade. 


CONSTANTINOPLE,  Oct.  21. — 
Three  Bolshevlkl  gunboats  are  op«r- 
atlng  in  the  Black  Sea,  with  thc.r 
base  at  Novoroasisk.  They  are  con- 
veying small  coasters  to  Trebizond. 
The  letter  are  exchanging  munitions 
for  Nationalists'  f^^ur.

TIFLIS,  Trans-Caucasla,  Oct.  20. — 
The  Russian  Soviet  representative,  M. 
Legrand,  today  Issued  an  ultimatum 
to  Armenia  demanding  permission  to 
transport  Russian,  Turkish  and  Tar- 
tar troops  through  Armenia.  The  ul- 
timatum also  demanded  that  Armenia 
break  with  the  Allies,  reject  the  Wil- 
son demarcation  line  and  accept  two 
provinces  occupied  by  Tartars. 

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  21. — Confir- 
mation of  the  reported  rapid  decline 
of  Bolshevism  in  Russia  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  State  Department  in 
"advices  of  a  reliable  character."

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Captain  Roy,  of  British  Army, 
Speaks  of  Great  Issues  In- 

,  volved  in  Miners'  Strike — 
Test  of  Government 


TORONTO,  Oct.  21. — The  English 
coal  strike  will  be  one  of  the  most 
momentous  conflicts  In  the  economic 
and  political  history  of  the  world,  and 
will  decide  whether  the  proletariat 
will  take  over  the  reins  of  govern- 
ment of  England  and  all  other  Euro- 
pean countries,  according  to  the  views 
expressed  at  a  luncheon  of  the  Em- 
pire Club  today  by  Captain  James  A. 
Roy. 

Capt.  Roy  was  a  lecturer  In  the 
University  of  Oiessen,  Germany,  when 
the  war  broke  out,  but  managed  to 
get  to  England,  where  he  served  on 
the  intelligence  branch  of  the  War 
Office.  After  the  armistice  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Inter-AIlled  com- 
n.lssion  of  control  at  Teschen,  Silesia, 
and  later  helped  to  adjudicate  the 
rival  claims  to  the  Silesian  coal  fields 
and  to  fix  the  frontier  between  the 
Czecho-Slav  state  and  the  republic  of 
Poland. 

In  speaking  of  the  miners'  strike. 
Captain  Roy  said  the  workingraen  of 
the  European  continent  invariably 
take  their  cue  from  those  of  England, 
and  a  victory  for  the  English  laborers 
would  be  followed  by  an  almost  uni- 
versal upheaval.  _^n.

GETS  NOURISHMENT 

LONDON,  Oct.  21.— The  prison 
attendants  continue  to  force  nour- 
Ibhment  on  Lord  Mayor  Macftwlney, 
who  was  still  delirious  tonight,  ac- 
cwrdlng  to  the  late  bulletin  tssued 
by  the  Irish  Self-Determlnation 
League.  The  mayor  is  finable  to  rec- 
ognize friends,  but  the  delirium  is 
of  a  quieter  type. 

The  Lord  Mayor  had  a  violent  at- 
tack of  nausea  late  this  afternoon, 
and  was  semi-conscious  at  8  o'clock 
tonight,  said  a  bulletin  issued  by 
the  Irish  Self-Determlnation  League. 
It  was  declared  his  condition  was 
unchanged.  The  Home  Office  re- 
ported that  Macswlney  was  no  worse 
than  he  was  on  Wednesday. 

^AGE  NEGOTIATIONS 

WITH  N.  S.  MINERS 

MONTREAL,  Oct,  21. — Negotia- 
tions with  a  vieW  to  averting  a 
strike  of  miners  in  Nova  Scotia  and 
Caps  Breton  were  commenced  today 
between  represenUttves  of  the  Unit- 
ed Mine  Workers  of  America,  the 
coal  companies  whose  mines  would 
bo  affected,  and  the  Labor  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pederal  Government.

RETURN  OF  RAILWAYS 
SAVES  PUBUC  MONEY 

MINNEAPOLIS.  Minn..  Oct.  21. — 
The  Government's  action  in  returning 
the  railroads  to  private  control  in 
March  saved  the  people  a  large 
amount  of  money,  declared  Samuel 
M.  Felton,  president  of  the  Ch%:ago 
&  Northwestern  Railway,  in  an  ad- 
dress before  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

If  Government  operation  had  been 
continued,  he  added,  the  deficit  which 
the  Government  would  bav4  to  pay 
would  have  been  larger  than  the 
amount  it  will  have  to  pay  for  the 
six  months  of  private  ownership, 
March  1  to  September   1.

Premier  Lloyd  George  States  in  House  That  He 
Had  Been  Engaged  for  Two  Days  in  Dis- 
cussions With   Miners'   Representatives 
— Railwaymen's  Course  Obstructive 


SAYS  INTERFERENCE      " 
EXCEEDINGLY  RASH. 


Discussions  Are  Not  Broken  Off,  and  Gov  ernment 
Will  Still  Endeavor  to  Reach  Solution-J-Public 
Speculates   on   Possibility   of   Election —       ' 
Robert  Smillie  on  Greater  Production 


Premier  Oliver,  in  Speech  ,at 
Milner,  Gives  Intimation  of 
Early  Date— Talks  About 
Results  of  Plebiscite 


MILNER,  B.C.,  Oct.  21. — In  a 
three-hour  speech  before  a  large 
audience  here  tonight.  Premier  John 
Oliver  declared  that  there  would  be 
a  Provincial  election  "very  soon."  As 
yet,  however,  no  date  has  been  de- 
cided upon  by  the  Government,  he 
said. 

"JVlth  reference  to  the  plebiscite, 
the  Premier  expressed  surprise  over 
the  announcement  of  the  results,  say- 
ing that  he  had  no  idea  so  large  a 
number  of  the  electors  were  In  favor 
of  a  Government  control  system  for 
tha  sals  pf  liquor.  The  number  who 
voted,  he  said,  was  evidence  that  the 
subject  was  one  of  lritefe«t-  to  the 
people,  and  the  fact  that  an  oppor- 
tunity was  given  for  an  expression  of 
approval  fulfilled  the  promise  the 
Government  made  at  the  time  of  the 
last    election. 

Government  control  would  mean 
that  the  money  which  heretofore 
went  outside  of  the  Province  would 
now  be  kept  within  Its' fooundai;les, 
he  said,  and  speaking  of  this  be  de- 
clared that  he  had  voted  for  Prohi- 
bition. 

In  touching  upon  the  question  of 
an  election  he  asserted  that  the 
referendum  did  not  concern  the  deci- 
sion of  the  cabinet,  for  it  had  long 
been  considered.  "Even  had  Prohi- 
bition been  sustained,  the  Govern- 
ment would  have  gone  to  the  peo- 
ple,"  he  said. 


LONDON,  Oct.  21.— The  absence  of  Premier  Lloyd  Ceorge  and 
Andrew  Bonar  Law  from  the  Commons  debate  tonight  or\.  the  ques- 
tion of  unemployment  was  much  remarked,  but  the  inrference  was 
that  it  was  connected  with  the  Industrial  crisis^  The  Premier  ap- 
peared  in  the  House  late  at  night,  and  replying  to  Artlaur  Hender- 
son's question,  made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  hse  had  been 
engaged  for  two  days  in  discussions  with  the  parties  ooncerncd  in 
the  coal  strike,  with  favorable  progress,  but,  he  continmrd: 

"I  cannot  withhold  from  the  House  the  fact  that  tlhe  very  pre- 
cipitate action  of  the  railway  executive  has  embarrassed  the  nego- 
tiations. It  is  a  great  misfortune,  and  has  added  seriously  to  the 
difficulties.

POUCE  DEAL  WITH 

ITALIAN  ANARCHISTS 

NAPLES,  Oct.  20. — The  police,  fol- 
lowing evidence  of  a  vast  anarchist 
plot,  today  searched  the  houses  of 
many  noted  extremists  and  seques- 
trated a  large  quantity  of  pamphlets 
containing  anarchist  and  communist 
propaganda.  The  pamphlets  were 
written  In  Russian,  Italian,  German 
and  English,  the  last  named  being  in- 
tended for  transmission  to  the  United 
States. 

Rome  of  the  pamphlets  were  en- 
titled "Spartacus."  "What  the  Anar- 
chists want,"  "The  Russian  Revolu- 
tion," and  "Bolshvism  and  Proletar- 
iat Dictatorship."  Many  Hungarians 
and  Russians  have  been  arrested  and 
expelled.

OTTAWA,  Oct.  2-.— OOlcial  report* 
on  troubles  in  the  Kingston  peniten- 
llary  Indicate  that  the  disturbances 
have  been  much  ezagserated.  The 
reported  attempt  at  general  jail  de- 
livery by  means  of  dynamite  U  not 
borne  out  {n  the  official  dispatches. 
Rumors  o^  some  such  attempt  had,  it 
Is  stated,  gone  around,  and  there  was 
a  search  for  explosives,  but  none  were 
found.  Further  detailed  reports  of 
the  weelc-end~  disturbances  are,  how- 
ever, now  expected,  and  when  these 
are  secured  decision  will  be  reached 
as  to  the  punishment  16  be  Inflicted 
on  the  guilty  parties. 

Recent  developments  at  Kingston 
will  xtrobably  end  in  a  revision  of  the 
system  under  which  the  penitentiary 
guards  are  employed,  in  the  past 
guards  have  been  Indeflnitely  at- 
tached to  a  particular  penitentiary 
with  the  resulUAg  possibility  that 
they  may  be  subjected  to  local  in- 
fluences. The  suggestion  is  now  being 
made  that  penitentiary  guards  should 
be  cor^ituted  into  more  of  a  general 
force,  so  that  a  guard  might  be  trans- 
ferred from  one  penitentiary  to  an- 
other, much  as  a  member  of  the  per- 
manent military  force  might  be 
transferred  from  one  district  to  an- 
other. One  step  has  already  been 
taken  in  this  direction.  Recent  legis- 
lation authorized  the  employment  of 
men  as  penitentiary  guards  in  gen- 
eral rather  than  as  guard's  in  any  one 
particular    penitentiary.

Issues  Ultimatum  to  Armenia 
Demanding  Passage  for 
Troops — Rejection  Expect- 
ed to  Bring  Serious  Fighting 


PARIS,  Oct.  21.  —  The  Russian 
Soviet  government  haa  issued  an 
ultimatum  to  Armenia,  accordlngr  to 
advices  received  today  by  the  French 
Foreign  Office  from  Armenia,  de- 
raandlnsr  permission  for  the  Im- 
mediate transport  of  Bolshevikl 
troops  through  Armenia  to  effect  a 
junction  with  Turkish  Nationalists  in 
Asia  Minor.  Armenia  has  rejected 
the  ultimatum.  The  Bolshevik!  also 
asked  the  Armenians  to  repudiate 
the  treaty  of  Bavfes  with  Turkey. 

Belief  was  exprexHcd  at  the  For- 
eign Offlco  that  Armenian  rejection 
would  red(alt  in  serious  flghtlng  be- 
tween the  Armenians  and  Bolshevikl. 
Armenia  has  requested  aid  from  the 
Allies,  but  no  decision  has  been 
reached,  it  was  said. 

BRUSSBL49,  Oct.  21. — According  to 
the  Independence  Beige,  A.  J.  Bal- 
four, represeating  Great  Britain,  pre- 
vented a  report  on  Armenia  at  yes- 
terday's session  of  the  council  of  the 
League  of  Katlons  here.  The  meet- 
ing, r.dds  the  newspaper,  decidetl  to 
ask  the  supreme  council  to  appoint 
a '  mandatory  power  for  Armenia, 
providing  that  such  power  would 
not  have  to  bear  all  the  expenditure 
Involved  in  the  mandate.  Such  ex- 
penditure, It  was  pointed  out,  could 
be  borne  by  all  the  countries  par- 
ticipating in  the  control  and  guar- 
antee  of  tho  League  of  Nations. 


MANITOBA  FARMERS 
-  FAVOR  PROHIBITIQN 

WINNIPEG,  Oct.  21. — The  United 
farmers  of  Manitoba  today  issued  a 
statement  favoring  the  prohibition  of 
liquor  importation  and  advocating  a 
"dry"    vote    in    Monday's   referendum. 

Rev.  Thomas  Nevil,  Provincial  or- 
ganiser (or  the  temperance  referen- 
dum committee,  said  today  the  vote 
in  British  Columbia^  ought  not  to 
have  any  serious  effect  on  the  Mani- 
toba vote. 

"Bootlegging,"  he  said,  "had  be- 
come so  obnoxious  in  that  Province 
and  so  widespread,  through  the  side 
door  of  importations,  that  the  women 
looked  on  Government  control  as 
something  that  would  bring  relief 
from  the  prevailing  bad  conditions.

MINERS'  AlUES 
THREATEN  STRIi 


Railwaymen  and  Transport 
Workers  to  Cease  Work  To- 
morrow Unless  Negotiations 
on  Wages  Are  Renewed 


LONDON,  Oct  21. — The  coal  strike 
situation  took  an  unexpected  and 
grave  turn  today  when  the  railway- 
men  and  transport  workers  announced 
that  they  would  strike  in  sympathy 
unless  negotiations  between  the  Gov- 
ernment  and  the  minem  were  opened 
this  week. 

The  railroad  men's  delegates  issued 
what  was  virtually  an  ul^matum  to 
the  Government  that  all  members 
win  cease  work  Sunday  at  midnight 
unless  the  strike  was  settled  or  nego- 
tiations toward  a  settlement  begun  by 
Saturday. 

J.  H.  Thomas,  general  secretary  of 
the  National  Union  of  Railwaymen, 
announced  that  the  delegates  of  the 
railwaymen  had  decided  "to  Instruct 
the  aeneral  secretary  to  Intimate  to 
Premier  Lloyd  George  that  unless  the 
miners'  claims  are  granted  or  negotia- 
tions resumed  by  Saturday  which  will 
result  in  a  settlement,  we  shall  be 
compelled  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  Instruct  all  our  members  in  Eng- 
land, Scotland  and  Wales  to  cease 
work.  In  addition  a  telegram  is  being 
dispatched  to  all  members  to  be  pre- 
pared to  cease  work  at  midnight  of 
Sunday  next  unless  they  hear  to  the 
contrary." 

The  executive  body  of  the  Transport 
Workers'  Union  held  a  meeting  today, 
after  which  Secretary  Robert  Wil- 
liams made  the  following  statement: 

"Unless  something^  tangible  ha(^pens 
between  the  Government,  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  negotiations  on  the 
owners'  side,  and  the  miners'  federa- 
tion In  the  next  24  hours,  the  issue 
will  have  to  be  Joined  between  the 
whole  of  the  working  classes  and 
those  wha  support  the  Government  in 
their  obduracy,  to  meet  the  claim 
which  hf(s  been  declared  both  by  the 
Triple  Alliance  and  the  Trade  Union 
Congress  as  Justified  by  right  and  in 
equity,  and  -Which  should  be  immedi- 
ately conceded  to  the  miners  on  the 
basl^  of  increased  cost  of  living  and 
the  need  of  maintaining  the  pre-war 
economic  status  of  the  mine  workers." 

Pressure  Is  being  exerted  by  the 
Trades  UAlon  Congress  and  the  par- 
liamentary committee  of  the  Labor 
men  to  force  the  Government  to  waive 
all  prior  considerations  and  call  Its 
own  and  the  miners'  representatives 
together  Immediately. 

The  Government  is  understood  to 
be  standing  firm  on  the  ground  that 
any  Increase  in  wages  must  have  ref- 
erence to  Increased  production,  but 
is  willing  to  reopen  the  negotiations 
If  the  miners  recognize  the  principle. 

No  change  was  reported  in  the  situ- 
ation In  South  Wales,  where  the  at- 
titude of  the  miners  is  still  a  deter- 
mined one.  < 

The  only  trouble  reported  was  an- 
other small  disturbance  in  the  Tony- 
pandy  area  last  eveningr. 

At  Seghlll,  In-  Northumberland,  sev- 
eral hundred  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren raided  a  colliery  siding  and  took 
100  tons  of  coal  for  their  personal  use. 

EXPECTS  B.  C.  UQUOR 
IN  WASHINGTON  STATE 

SEATTLE.  Oct.  21. — The  action  of 
British  Columbia  voters  yesterday  In 
repudiating  the  Provincial  Prohibi- 
tion statute'' open  a  "great  and  limit- 
less reservoir,"  and  liquor  will  flow 
Into  the  State  of  Washington  In  "an 
endless  stream."  unless  drastic  action 
Is  taken  to  forestall  it  Donald  A.  Mc- 
Donald. Federal  prohibition  director 
for  Washington  and  Alaska,  declared 
today. 

Fifty  automobile  roads  lead  into 
Washington  from  the  CanaQIan  Prov- 
ince. Mr.  McDonald  said,  and  he  de- 
clared he  had  little  more  than  a 
"corporal's  guard"  of  agents  to  stem 
the  tide. 

The  "wet"  vote  In  British  Columbia. 
Mr.  McDonald  tisald,  was  a  knockout 
blow  to  his  hopes  for  actual  as  well 
as  official  "b4>ne  dry"  prohibition  In 
Washington. 

SAYS  SYMPATHYDUE 
TO  REFINERY  WORKERS 

OTTAWA,  Oct  21. — Intimating  that 
the  whole  sugar  situation  was  largely 
brought  on  by  a  "sugar  ring,"  and 
that  the  refinery  workers  were  pay- 
ing the  price  of  the  "greed  and  mar- 
ket  manipulations  of  the  sugar 
barons."  Tom  Moore,  prealdent  of 
the  Dominion  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress.  In  a  statement  last  night 
told  of  the  hardships  being  suffered 
by  the  workers  following  the  abrupt 
shutting  down  of  "the  Industry,  and 
emphatically  declared  that  It  was 
Just  soch  situations  that  created  re- 
volt In  the  minds  oC  the  honest 
workers. 

Mr.  Moore  said  the  refinery  work- 
ers had  l>een  striving  to  improve 
their  conditions,  but  wlthoat  avail. 

The  president  of  the  Tradea  Con- 
greos  strencly  supported  the  action 
of  tAe  Dominion  Government  in  aiak- 
Ina  permanent  the  raadadlng  of  Ibe 
Board  of  Commeroe  order,  and  felt 
that  sympathy  should  not  be  wasted 
on  the  refiners  but  should  be  given 
to   the  aaemployed   refinery  workers.

Meat  Juice  Is  Administered  to 
Prisoner  While  He  Is  Un- 
conscious— Attack  of  Scurvy 
Grows  Serious 


'  LONDON.  Oct  21. — OfflcUl  eon- 
fir  mat  Ion  came  from  two  sources 
this  morning^  that  Lord  Mayor  Mac'> 
swlney,  of  Cbrk.  had  been  fed  dur- 
ing a   period  of  unconsciousness. 

The  bulletin  of  the  Irish  Belf-De- 
termination  League,  dealing  with  the 
condition  of  the  lord  mayor  on  the 
seventieth  day  of  his  hunger  strike 
la  Brixton  prison  announced  that  the 
prison  doctors  had  forced  meat  Juice 
into  Macswiney's  mouth  during  a  fit 
of  delirium  which  the  prisoner  suf- 
fered last  night.  From  the  Govern> 
ment  office  it  was  ^ated  that  the^ 
lord  mayor  ha4  been  fed  last  night. 
It  was  explained  that  the  prison  doc- 
tors were  under  Instructions  to  use 
any  possible  means  to  keep  him 
alive,  but  that  during  consciousness 
he  resisted  any  attempt  to  adnUnis- 
ter  nourishment.  Their  attitude  is, 
it  was  stated,  that  when  the  lord 
mayor  Is  unconscious  and  unable  to 
resist,  they  are  carrying  out  their 
orders  if  they  can  give  him  food 
then. 

The  Self-Determlnation  League's 
account  of  the  feeding,  said  the  lord 
mayor,  upon  regaining  consciouBuess, 
detected  the  taste  of  the  meat  Juice 
and  said  to  a  sister  near  him: 

"They  tricked  me,  and  I  did  not 
know  It." 

Lapsing  into  unconsciousness 
again,  continued  the  account,  the 
lord  mayor  waved  his  arms  violently 
and  shouted:      "Take  it  away." 

Macswlnejr  waa  delirlouff  during 
virtually  all  last  night,  the  bulletin 
declared,  the  deliriums  for  tho  great- 
er part  of  the  time  taking  a  violent 
form.  After  reporting  the  Incident 
of  the  feeding  of  the  prisoner  with' 
meat  Juice,  the  bulletin  concluded: 
"The  meat  Juice  given  the  mayor 
during  his  delirium  on  the  sixty- 
ninth  day  of  his  fast  was  the  first 
"nourishment  which  had  passed  his 
lips   since    his   arrest   on   August  12." 

The  Brixton  prison  officials  were 
continuing  today  to  put  liquid  nutri- 
ment In  .^Lord  Mayor  Macswiney's 
mouth  during  his  periods  of  delir- 
ium, it  was  declared  In  the  .noon 
bulletin  of  the  Irish  Belf-Determlna- 
tlon  League  on  the  mayor's  condi- 
tion. 

This  bulletin  stated  that  the  mayor 
continued  in  a  delirious  condition  all 
morning,  at  times  being  violent  and 
at  other  times  quieter.  His  limbs.  It 
was  said,  worked  spasmodically  all 
the  time.  He  was  momentarily  calm 
as  the  bulletin  was  Issued. 

The  mayor,  It  was  stated,  did  not 
recognize  relatives  who  visited  him 
during  the  morning. 

The  league's  mid-afternoon  bulle- 
tin  said: 

"The  lord  mayor  continues  In  a 
delirious  state,  but  is  calmer.  He 
atill  falls  to  recognize  his  relatives. 
Doctors  who  have  Just  visited  him 
during  the  morning  say  there  is  a 
serious  development  of  scurvy,  which 
covers  the  whole  body." 

In  the  Commons  today  Edward 
Shortt,  the  Home  Secretary,  said.  In 
answer  to  a  question,  that  the  con- 
dition of  Lord  Mayor  Macswlney  was 
very  serious.  Until  yesterday,  he 
added,  the  doctors  had  given  the 
lord  mayor  only  medicine,  but  yes- 
terday, during  semjL-consoiousnesa, 
they  gave  him  a  littls  liquid  food. 

Mr.  Shortt  was  asked  whether  this 
meant  that  the  mayor  was  forcibly 
fed.  He  replied  that  in  this  case 
forcible  feeding  consisted  in  holding 
the  cup  to  his  lips.  The  swallowing, 
he  said,  was  voluntary.  Mr.  Shortt 
said  It  was  not  true  that  evidence 
had  recently  come  to  light  showing 
that  nourishment  had  been  adminis- 
tered on  other  occasions. 

Lord  Mayor  Macswlney,  added  Mr. 
Shortt,  was  detained  in  the  prison 
hospital. 

CORI^,  Oct.  21. — A  telegram  re- 
ceived today  by  a  friend  of  Lord 
Mayor  Macswlney,  of  Cork,  from  the 
latter's  sister,  said: 

"Get  Cork  to  pray  for  speedy 
death." 

A  later  telegram  asked  the  frland 
to  come  Immediately,  aa  th*  end  waa 
near. 


SEVEN  ARE  KILLED 

IN  TRAIN  COLLISION 

ERIE,  Oct  20. — Seven  persons  are 
known  to  have  been  killed  and  at 
least  fifteen  injured,  when  a  Chicago 
and  Boston  Limited  on  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  side-swiped  the  Buf- 
falo-Cleveland train,  westboum^  at 
the  west  end  of  the  Union  station 
here  today.  Four  of  the  bodies  taken 
from  th^  wreck  are  those  of  women. 

Ilie  Chicago  and  Boston  express 
ran  through  an  open  switch  not  far 
from  the  station  and  side-swiped  a 
train  ,  from  Buffalo  on  Its  way  west. 
The  third  coach  from  the  engine  was 
overturned,  and  all  the  eaaualtles  are 
believed  to  have  occurred  there. 
Resc})e  forces  were  quickly  at  work 
and  In  a  short  time  six  bodies  had 
been  taken  out.

WITH  COLLEAGUES 


Result  of  Referendum  and 
Coming  Government  Control 
Bill  Discussed — Attorney- 
General  Makes  Statement 


VANCOUVER.  Oct.  21. — Premier 
Oliver  arrived  from  the  capital  thia 
morning  and  at  an  early  hour  held  a 
conference  with  hia  colleagues  at  the 
Motel  Vancouver.  Those  present  were 
Hon,  J.  W.  deB.  Karris,  Hon.  Dr. 
Maclean  and  Dr.  King, 

It  Is  understood  the  referendum 
vote  and  the  necessary  bill  on  Gov- 
ernment control  and  sale  were  the 
chief   subjects  of  discussion. 

Attorney-General  Karris,  who  ar- 
rived here  from  the  capital  last 
night,  stated,  when  interviewed,  that 
the  vote  in  the  referendum  indicat- 
ed that  public  sentiment  in  the  Prov- 
ince is  against  the  present  Act  and 
explains  to  a  large  extent  the  grave 
difficulty  which  the  authorities  have, 
had  in   carrying  out  its  enforcement. 

"I  believe  that  the  vote  is  not  in- 
tended in  any  sense  as  a  repudia- 
tion of  temperance  sentiment  In  the 
Province,  but  is  an  expression^of  the 
belief  of  the  mass  of  the  electors 
that  the  best  results  in  favor  of 
temperance  will  come  from  a  strict 
regulation  and  control,  rather  than 
from    an    attempted    prohibition," 

The  present  Prohibition  Act,  with 
amendment,  though  condemned  at 
the  polls,  must  continue  to  be 
U'.w  in  Brltliih,^  Columbia  until 
Legislature  catvmeet  and  repeal 
stated   the   Attorney-General, 

There  is  no  Act  on  the  statute 
book  under  which  Govertfment  sale 
can  be  carried  on.  The, Government, 
it  in  said,  will  proceed  to  outline  a 
-GoveHHnent  control —  measure  ea4ei 
lated  to  meet  with  public  approval, 
and  forthwith  hold  a  general  elec- 
tion.

Are  Satisfied  With  Effect  of 
Experimental  Repairs — Cor- 
rugated Iron  Bands  Are 
Checking  Leakage 


Mayor  Porter  and  City  Engineer 
and  Water  Commissioner  F.  M.  Pres- 
ton yesterday  morning  drove  out  to 
Sooke  to  inspect  the  concrete  fl«w 
line  and  the  experimental  work  now 
being  carried  out  in  an  effort  to  re- 
duce the  leakage  from  the  pipes. 

Both  the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Preston 
expressed  themselves  on  their  return 
to  the  city  in  the  afternooi\,  as  being 
thoroughly  satisfied  with  what  has 
been  accomplished.  The  only  places 
where  repairs  have  been  made,  and 
where  there  is  still  a  slight  leakage, 
are  at  the  siphons,  through  which  the 
water  is  carried  under  pressure.  At 
places  where  the  pipe  is  laid  in  a 
straight  line  with  little  if  any  grade 
the  cracks  have  been  effectually 
plugged,  and  there  is  no  loss  of  water 
at  all.  .At  the  siphons  It  is  expected 
that  when  the  spaces  are  properly 
filled  in,  the  present  trouble  will  be 
eliminated  and  that  the  problem  of 
flow-line  leakage,  which  so  agitated 
the  Council  last  Summer,  will  be 
solved. 

The  Council  voted  $1,000  early  in 
the  year  for  experimental  work  on 
the  flow-line,  and  Mr.  Preston  ar- 
ranged for  about  thirty-four  bands  of 
corrugated  steel,  encasing  a  variety  of 
plugging  material,  principally  asphalt, 
to  be  placed  around  the  Joints  where 
leakage  occurred.  Only  about  two  or 
three  bands  remain  to  be  applied  to 
the  pipe,  and  all  those  placed  so  far, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  at  the 
siphons,  as  stated,  aje  holding  well. 

No  further  experimenting  will  be 
carried  out  until  this  year's  work  has 
been  thoroughly  tested,  and  probably 
a  year  will  be  given.  It  is  expected 
tha^  an  official  of  the  Lock  Joint 
Company,  which  supplied'  the  Joints 
for  .the  flow-line,  will  come  to  Vic- 
toria within  the  near  future  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  the  conduit  and 
possibly  suggesting  another  means  of 
strengthening   the  facilities. 


BOLSHEVIKI  DENY 

UPRISING  REPORTS 

LONDON,  Oct,  21.— Members  of 
the  All-Russlan  central  executive 
committee  of  Soviets  have  been  no- 
tified that  an  extraordinary  session 
of  the  committee  will  be  held  Sat- 
urday in  the  Kremlin  at  Moscow  to 
"take  up  the  ratification  of  the  trea- 
ties signed  with  Poland  and  Finland, 
says  an  official  dispatch  received  by 
wireless  from  Moscow. 

Another  Moscow  official  statement 
denies  all  reports  of  anti-Bolsheviki 
uprisings  and  desertions  from  the 
Bcvict  army.  It  in  especially  di- 
rected against  the  report  of  a  revo- 
luMon  at  Nijni-Novgo^od,  where, 
according  to  recent  dispatches  from 
Warsaw,  a  new  government  was  said 
\o  have  been  established  under  the 
leadership  of  Maria  Splridonova,  the 
noted  woman  revolutionary  leader; 
Victor  Tchernoff.  a  leader  of  the 
Russian   peasant  party,  and  others.

LONDON,  Oct.  21. — E.  J.  Cos- 
tello.  managing  editor  of  the  Feder- 
ated Press,  of  Chicago,  comprising 
Labor,  Socialist  and  Farmer  news- 
papers, was  served  with  a  deporta- 
tion order  by  Scotland  Yard  officiala 
today,  following  a  search  of  his  room 
and  seizure  of  his  correspondence.

MOSCOW  GOVERNMENT 
WILL  HOLD  AMERICANS 

MOSCOW,  Oct.  14.— According  to 
an  agreement  between  the  Russian 
Soviet  Government  and  the  British 
Government,  all  British  nationals,  in- 
cluding those  In  priKon,  will  be  Im- 
mediately repatriated,  beginning  Oc- 
tober 20.  Those  remaining  must 
sign  a  statement  that  they  do  so  of 
their   own  volition. 

There  are  at  present  five  Ameri- 
cans In  prison  in  Moscow.  Num- 
bers are  detained  for  varied  reasons, 
and  others  were  unable  to  leave  In 
If  18.  They  now  wish  repatriation, 
•fhe  total  number  of  American  citi- 
zens in  Russia  is  estimated  at  3,000, 
Including  the  families  of  Russians 
who  are  naturalised  Americans, 
many  of  whom  have  been  separated 
for  elx  years  or  more  from  hus- 
bands or  fathers  without  means  of 
communication. 

The  Soviet  Government  is  definite- 
ly facilitating  the  departure  for 
America  of  old  people,  women  wish- 
ing to  rejoin  their  husbands,  and 
those  in  bad  health.  The  repatria- 
tion of  prisoners  and  persons  de- 
tained for  political  reasons,  it  la  an- 
nounced, could  be  effected  in  cases 
where  the  exchange  waa  mutually 
profitable  for  the  countries  con- 
cerned. It  is  further  announced  that 
unleae  the  American  Government 
ccnsents  to  treat  on  these  terms  with 
Russia,  there  Is  no  poeslbility  of  their 
releaiie.

Mr.  H.  Q.  Wells,  the  English  novel- 
iat  and  writer  on  social  mattera,  haa 
been  on  a  trip  to  Roasta  and  has  been 
accorded  the  privilege  of  an  inter- 
view with  L>entne,  because  the  lattVr 
believes  that  he  and  Mr.  WeUa  have 
some  Ideas  in  common.

Dr.  L.  Haden  Guest,  who  recently 
went  to  Russia  as  one  of  the  aecre- 
tariea  of  the  British  Labor  delegation 
which  vialted  there,  was  also  privil- 
eged to  have  an  interview  with  Len- 
Ine  and  the  latter  oonfesaed  the  hun- 
ger and  want  which  prevailed  in  the 
cities. 

In  giving  an  account  of  hia  inter- 
view, Dr.  Oueift  aaya  Lenine  told  him 
that  the  Soviet  Oovernment  forced 
peaaanta  to  give  up  their  corn.  It 
had  given  land  to  the  peaaanta  and 
the  workera  were  atarvlng  in  the 
towns.  The  peasant,  he  «ald,  was 
obliged  to  give  com  in  exchange  for 
paper  money,  and  this  money,  Lenine 
explained,  cost  the  Oovernment 
nothing.  It  waa  merely  printed  and 
he  expreased  an^usement  at  making 
the  peaaanta  accept  thla  worthleaa 
paper  by  the  uae  of  force.  Peasants 
who  carry  on  private  trade  in  the 
products  of  their  farma  are  aeverely 
punished,  adminiatratlvely,  judicially 
and  by  miliibry  force.  Lenine  care- 
fully points  out  that  the  Soviet  Oov- 


ernment does  not  recognize  equality 
aa  between  the  peasant  and  the  town 
worker,  but  he  expects  free  co-opera- 
tion between  them.  That  ia  the  com- 
munlam  of  Lenine  aa  explained  by 
himself.  R  will  be  of  intereat  to 
learn  how  It  appeals  to  Mr.  H.  O.

THE  COAIi  MINERS'  STRIKE 


The  threat  of  the  transport  work- 
ers and  Yallwaymen  in  Britain  to  call 
a  sympathetic  strike  un.esa  negoiU- 
tlons  are  opened  between  the  Gov- 
ernment  and  the  miners  this  week, 
opens  up  the  poaalbility  of  the  great- 
est Induatrial  diaorganisation  the 
Motherland  has  ever  faced.  That  the 
threat  should  be  made  on  the  baala 
0  that  negotlationa  ahould  be  o|>ened, 
or  the  mlnera'  demanda  met  without 
any  guarantee  regarding  increaaed 
production,  appeara  atrange.  The 
Oovernment  carried  on  prolonged 
negotlationa  with  the  mlnera.  It  la, 
no  doubt  .perfectly  willing  to  do  ao 
again  but  the  initiative  ahould  rest 
with  the  strikers,  inasmuch  as,  by 
their  action,  they  broke  off  the 
former  negotiations,  it  ia  an  Intol- 
erant viewpoint  to  hope  to  compel 
the  Government  to  take  any  particu- 
lar course  of  action  for  If  that  were 
poeslble  It  would  mean  the  dfscom- 
nture  of  authority,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible to  do  this  It  would  create  an 
extremely  dangerous  precedent  for 
the  future  and  one  which  a  Labor 
Government  might  have  to  face. 

The    mi{iers   are   asked.    In   return 
for  the  two  shillings  Increase  which 
they    seek,    to    restore    production    to 
normal,    and     by    normal     Is    meant 
what    it    stood    at   last    March.      To 
those  detached  from  the  scene  of  the 
stnmie    that     appears    a     perfectly 
fair  propoeal.     There  are  a   numlx^r 
of  Influences  at  work  In  the  present 
etnke  and  particularly  those  operat- 
ing  In   South  Wales,   and,  above  all. 
It  seems  eerUln  now  that  the  miners' 
leaders  are  loatng  their  hold.

Sir: — Every  year,  at  the  approach 
of  the  civic  election  we  hear  a  good 
deal  about  the  desirability  of  a  big 
voters'  list,  and  yet  ao  little  is  done  in 
the  direction  towarda  getting  one. 

In  your  editorial  of  the  14th  Inat. 
you  said.  In  part,  that  "registered 
property  owners  are  automatically 
placed  on  the  civic  voters'  list.  All 
others  who  have  the  age  qualification 
are  entitled  to  register  provided  they 
pay  a  |2  road  tax." 

But,  sir,  there  are  other  residents 
who  do  not  come  under  the  above 
notice,  and  have  had  no  word  of 
Warning,  and  have  been  missed  en- 
tirely. ,  That  ia,  all  male  realdenta 
who  have  attainedjt^the  age  of  60 
years. 

And  membera  of  a  corps  In  the 
Province  of  B.C.  of  the  active  militia 
force  of  Canada,  and  are  certified  by 
the  officer  commanding  auch  corps  as 
being  efficient.  But  in  order  to  get 
their  names  placed  on  the  munl<ilpal 
voters'  list  they  must  register  with 
the  City  Clerk  not  later  than  October 

3l8t. 

The  whole  system  should  be  re- 
vised, for  by  what  logic  can  It  be 
argued  that  a  man  can  vote  more  In- 
telligently at  60  than  he  could  when 
he  was  only  50  years  and  11  months. 
It  may  be  that  a  change  will  come 
with  the  new  democracy  that  la  com- 
ing (ao  they  tell  ua)  and  all,  male  and 
female,  with  the  age  qualifications, 
will  be  allowed  to  vote  lor  the  elec- 
tion of  mayor  and  aldermen,  property 
owners  "only"  allowed  to  vote  on 
money  by-laws.

I  will  quote  from  .their  own  state- 
ment. Calvert  School  was  founded 
for  the  pnrpoee  of  educating  children 
from  six  to  twelve  years  of  age.  by 
the  beet  methods  known  to  modern 
educationni  science.

Dear  Sir, — Helng  desirous  of  taking 
up  poultry  and  fruit  farming  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  I  vialted  the  office  of 
that  Province  and  got  two  copies  of 
your  Interesting  paper,  The  Islander. 
I  wrote  to  three  firms  who  advertised 
properties  for  aale.  and  I  am  pleased 
to  say,  had  prompt  replies  from  the 
three  firms  who  advertised  in  your 
paper. 

Now,  sir,  I  am  an  ex-soldler,  hav- 
ing served  my  country  for  23  years, 
and  aa  auch  I  am  entitled  to  a  free 
paaaage  for  myaelf  and  daughter,  but 
I  little  thought  there  would  be  ao 
many  obstacles  and  auch  a  mass  of 
red  tape  to  be  surmounted,  hence  my 
reason  for  writing  you.  I  have  got  a 
decent  bit  of  capital,  and  It  was  my 
intention  to  buy  a  small  improved 
farm,  but  I  muat  reconaider  thla  in 
view  of  the  attitude  of  the  Dominion 
representative  in  thia  country.

JUDGE  MORRISON  SAYS 
PAPER  WAS  CORRECT 


Storm  in  Chambers  as  to  Re- 
ports of  Judge  Martin's  Liti»- 
gation  Occasions  Dictum  as 
to  Rights  cf  Press 


The  right  of  the  newspaper  press 
to  make  any  legitimate  use  it  chooses 
to  do  of  what  actually  is  said  in  a 
public  court  room  was  affirmed  by 
Mr.  Justice  Morrison  yesterday,  dur- 
ing the  course  of  an  application,  in 
Supremo  Court  Chambers,  in  con- 
nection witii  the  pending  suit  of 
Kiniayson  versus  Martin.  The  learned 
Judge  remarked  of  an  account  in  a 
Vancouver  newspaper  of  the  ad- 
journed Chamber  proceedings  in  ttie 
case  last  Monday,  that  It  seemed  to 
be  a  correct  report  of  what  counsel 
had  said;  and  he  added  that  press 
publicity  was  one  of  the  penalties  of 
holding   court    proceedings   in    public. 

The  matter  was  brought  into  court 
by  Mr.  C.  S.  White,  counsel  for  Mr. 
Justice  Martin,  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peal, who  said  that  a  great  deal  of 
publicity  had  been  given  in  the  press 
of  the  country  to  a  slanderous  state- 
ment reported  to  have  been  made 
by  Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson,  K.C.,  Counsel 
for  Miss  Flnlayson,  who  is  engaged 
in  litigation  with  Judge  Martin  in 
respect  of  five  mortgages  she  holds 
on  certain  Victoria  property  belong- 
ing  to   the   Judge. 

Mr.  White  said  that  Mr.  Jackson 
was  reported  to  have  said  in  court 
that  Mr.  Justice  Martin  did  not  want 
any  lawyer  to  act  against  him. 
Counsel  contended  that  this  was  a 
very  serious  statement.  It  was  a 
wanton  attack  on  his  client:  who 
was  not  in  a  position  to  defend  him- 
aelf  from  It. It  had  been  ope-aidedly

reported,  and  made  much  of,  in  a 
Canadian  Press  report,  which  had 
been  widely  circulated  throughout 
the  country,  and  which  was  Injurious 
to  the  inierests  of  Judge  Martin.  Mr. 
White  asked  that  tho  learned  Judge 
should  require  Mr.  Jackson  to  with- 
draw   the   statement. 

Mr.  Jackson  wus  about  to  reply  to 
these  remarks,  when  Mr.  Justice 
Morrison  intervened.  The  learned 
Judge  said  that  short  of  strangula- 
tion he  could  not  repress  the  reip 
marks  of  coun.sel  in  this  case,  any 
more  than  he  had  done  up  to  that 
time.  As  to  the  remark  In  question, 
ho  did  not  think  Mr.  Jackson  had 
seriously  meant  It,  but  In  any  case 
he  should  not  have  said  It.  The 
learned  Judge  wished  It  to  be  under- 
stood that  he  would  not  be  dragged 
Into  the  task  of  disciplining  the  bar  of 
the  Province.  As  to  the  report  of 
this  matter  in  the  press,  that  was 
one  of  the  penalties  attached  to  hold- 
ing court  proceedings  In  public. 
Application   Ileuctvcd 

Mr.  Justice  Morrison  very  em- 
phatically signified  the  feelings  of 
distaste  which,  he  said,  any  Judge 
must  feci  at  hearing  refiectlons  upon 
a  brother  Judge,  and  he  urged  coun- 
sel to  dismiss  these  recriminations 
from  their  minds,  and  to  proceed  to 
the  matter  of  the  application  before 
the   court.      ;^»';  , -'  »     ^      *..  ■  * 

:*Ir.  White  said  that  hc'wka  con- 
tinuing his  application  for  priority  of 
action  in  the  suit  In  which  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Martin  was  the  plaintiff.  Coun- 
sel said  that  the  position  of  his  client 
was  that  he  desired  to  pay  off  one 
of'  the  mortgages  held  by  the  de- 
fendant on  his  property.  This 
proper  course  on  the  part  of  the 
Judge,  continued  counsel,  ha^  been 
balked  by  the  other  side,  who  had 
attempted  to  consolidate  all  the  mort- 
gages, and  had  started  a  counter 
action  with  the  object  of  attaining 
foreclosure  on  all  the  mortgages.  Mr. 
White  contended  that  It  was  of  vital 
Importance  to  the  Interests  of  his 
client  that  the  issue  should  be  fairly 
tried  as  to  whether  the  Judge  had 
the  right  to  pay  oft  one  of  these 
mortgages;  and  the  only  way  to  do 
that  was  to  give  right  of  way  to  tho 
action  in  which  he  was  the  plain- 
tiff. ^ 

Mr.  White  concluded  his  argument 
by  reading  a  letter  written  by  Mr. 
Justice  Martin  to  Mr.  .Tackaon, 
wherein  the  Judge  gave  notice  that 
lie  had  received  an  offer  for  certain 
of  the  property  in'  question,  which, 
if  it  were  accepted,  would  materially 
assist  In  clearing  off  tho  mortgages. 
The  letter  served  notice  that  if  this 
offer  were  not  considered,  and  a  re- 
course was  forced  to  litigation,  then 
the  Judge  would  carry  the  lasue  to 
the   last   tribunal. 

Mr.  Justicp  Morrison  here  re- 
marked that  all  this  material  woulA 
form  excellent  mutter  for  defence, ^f 
the  trial  of  the  suit.  In  which  Mr. 
Justice  Martin  had  been  made  the 
defendant,  werp  permitted  to  go  to 
tria'  The  learned  Judge  suggested 
that  counsel  should  try  to  reach  an 
agreement  between  themselves,  so 
that  all  the  issues  in  the  dispute 
could  be  determined  at  one  trial. 
The  Ileal  Plaintiff 

.Mr.  M.  n.  Jackson.  K.C..  opposed 
the  application  of  Mr.  White.  He 
said  that  his  client  whk  etitHled  to 
consolidate  the  morlKages.  He  con- 
tended that  hln  client's  action  wotild 
determine  all  the  lusues  between  the 
parties.  Counsel  said  that  the  cmly 
thing  that  mattered  in  the  question 
of  this  application  was  to  find  out 
whn  was  the  real  plaintiff.  He  quoted 
authorities  in  support  ot  his  conten- 
tion that  In  cases  of  cross  actions  be- 
tween contending  parties,  priority  of 
trial  could  not  merely  depend  on 
technlc-alltics  of  procedure  In  pre- 
liminaries, but  must  belong  to  the 
action  brought  l>y  that  party  which 
could  be  shown  to  be  the  real  plaiti- 
tiff  in  the  case.  His  client  was  in- 
conteatahly  the  real  plaintiff  in  this 
issue,  KAid  counsel,  because  she  held 
five  mortgages  on  this  property, 
some  of  which  were  yearn  overdue, 
and  on  which  sh«  was  seeking  to 
recover  payment. 

Mr.  Justice  Morriaon  mild  that  the 
poeitlon  of  Mr.  Jackson's  client  waa 
eMentially  that  Of  a  plaintiff  seeking 
to  recover  h  sunt  of  money  claimed 
from  a  defendant.  The  onus  uf 
proof  as  to  their  claim  would  he 
upon  them.  .Mr.  White  could  bring 
all  the*  material  alleged  in  hla  pre- 
sent application  as  a  defence  in  the 
trial.  Rut  tb«  learned  Judge  would 
consider  all  the  authorities  cited  to 
him  by  counsel  on  both  sides  before 
he   rendered   a    decision. 

UMMptaliM  oC   Rvpoet 

Mr.  White  again  referred  to  the 
.public  Interest  laken  In  the  reports 
of  4hls    case,    and    ofmplalned     that 


those  reports  bad  been  one-sided. 
Mr.  Justice  Morr^on  said  that  Mr. 
White  had  brought  this  trouble  on 
himself  by  attacking  Mr.  Jackson's 
right  to  make  an  affadavit  Jn  the 
case.  The  learned  Judge  directed 
that  a  copy  of  the  newspaper  report, 
complained  of  by  Mr.  White,  should 
be  handed  to  him.  This  wus  done, 
and  he  read  the  paper  handed  up  to 
him,  which  waa  undemtuod  to  be  a 
copy  of  a  Vancouver  negvspapcr.  Mr. 
Justice  Morrison  t»ald  the  report  waa 
quite  correct.  Mr.  Jacluion  had  said 
the  thing  he  was  there  reported  to 
have  said,  and  he  had  not  been  mis- 
represented by  the  pre»«j  in  this 
matter.  No  doubt  counsel  and  Judgea 
might  suppose  that  they  could  make 
better  use  of  such  material  than  the 
newspapers  did;  but  they  had  also 
to  consider  that  the  newspapers  had 
a  way  of  assuming  that  they  knew 
their   own    business. 

The  learned  Judge  concluded  by 
saying  that  it  was  profoundly  dis- 
tasteful to  him  to  hear  reflections 
made  upon  another  Judge,  but  he 
had  also  to  consider  how  far  he  was 
Juatified  in  checking  remarks  made 
by  counsel.  Mi":  Jackson  assured  the 
court  that  remarks  derogatory  to  the 
bench  would  never  be  heard  from 
him.  He  had  enjoyed  the  friendship 
of  Mr.  Justice  Martin,  and  had  al- 
ways accorded  him  the  respect  due 
to  >hlB  position.  This  trouble  was 
with  the  litigant,  not  with  the  Judge. 

NEW  CAR  FARE  HELD 


Preparation  of-  Legal  Docu- 
ments Carrying  Out  Terms 
Agreed  Upon  by  Company 
and  City  Will  Take  Time 


At  least  a  month  and  probably 
more  than  that  will  elapse  before  the 
B.C.  Klectrlc  Railway  will  be  able  to 
put  the  six-cent  fare  into  effect  In 
Victoria.  The  city  authorities  have 
not  yet  made  a  start  towards  prepar- 
ing the  uRreement  between  the  city 
and  the  company,  and  there  is  yet 
the  by-law  lo  be  drawn  up.  Both 
these  documents  must  be  approved  by 
the  City  Council  before  the  issue  is 
definitely  settled,  and  In  the  case  mt 
the  agreement  it  must,  of  course,  be 
acceptable  to  the  company  as  well  as 
the^lty.  While  there  is  not  likely  to 
be  any  hitch  In  getting  the  agreement 
and  by-law  ratified,  these  things  take 
considerable  time  to  prepare,  and  It 
is  doubtful  if  they  will  be  ready  to 
be  dealt  with  within  a  month. 

The  legal  details,  however,  arc  the 
only  features  of  the  plan  that  remain 
to  be  settled,  city  Knglneer  F.  M. 
Preston  and  engineers  for  the  B.C. 
Klectrlc  Railway  have  inspected  the 
various  car  routes  with  a  view  to 
working  out  a  plan  for  road  bed 
maintenance  according  to  the  terms 
proposed  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Goward,  local 
tnanager  of  the  company,  and  agreed 
to  by  the  Council.  Mr.  Preston  stat- 
ed yesterday  that  a  satisfactory  un- 
derstanding had  been  reached  and 
that  a  report  on  the  matter  would 
be  placed  before  the  Mayor  and  al- 
dermen at  their  meeting  Monday 
night. 

The  by-law  that  myst  go  before 
the  Council  before  the  company  will 
be  able  to  put  the  new  fare  rates 
into  effect  wlU  provide  for  regulation 
of  the  Jitney  traffic  and  its  elimina- 
tion on  the  routes  now  being  served 
by  the  street  railway  company.  The 
by-law  and  the  agreement  will  also 
contain  the  provisions  for  the  new 
fare,  the  six-cent  lighting  charge, 
road  maintenance  and  the  other  stipu- 
lations In  the  proposition  submitted 
by  Mr.  Cioward  and  already  endorsed 
by  the  Council.

OTTAWA,  0»t.  21. — ^Word  has  been 
received  by  the  Railway  Cpmmission 
that  the  steamship  Lydia  has  arrived 
at  Rotterdam  with  a  cargo  of  Inver- 
ness,  N.S.,  coal.  The  owners  of  the 
ship  consequently  forfeit  the  |10,000 
they  deposited  with  the  Dominion, 
which  was  to  be  returned  if  they  de- 
livered the  coal  to  a  Canadian,  New- 
foundland or  United  States  port. 

The  coal  was  taken  from  Nov» 
Scotia  to  a  U.S.  port  with  the  inten- 
tion to  proceed  with  it  to  a  Euro- 
pean port,  thereby  Kettingr  around  the 
coal  embargo. 

The  chairman  of  the  commission 
became  suspicious  that  this  was  the 
plan,  which  the  owners  later  admit- 
tea,  and  they  were  ordered  to  de- 
posit the  'money,  to  be  forfeited  if 
they  broke  the  embargo  order.

The  declar- 
ation can  only  be  taken  by  house- 
holders who  have  paid  all  rates,  taxes 
or  aaaeasments  which  are  not  charge- 
able on  land,  and  which  amount  to 
not  less  than  two  dollars,  due  to  the 
municipality  for  the  current  year,  ex- 
clusive of  water  rates  and  license  fe«i 
for  dogs.

Councillor  Dooley  thought  it  ad- 
visable to  give  the  Information  asked 
for.  He  pointed  out  that  if  the  en- 
gineers were  thus  organised  Saanich 
might  find  it  difficult  to  procure 
another  cngflineer  should  the  organl- 
:,atlons  see  fit  to  endeavor  to  block 
such  a  move. 

He  got  no  support  from  the  Coun- 
cil in  this  suggestion. 

"Tills  is  none  of  their  business.  I 
consider  it  a  piece  of  Impertinence," 
declared  Councillor  Terrell,  speaking 
of  the  request  for  Information. 

"They  have  no  right  whatever  to 
Interfere  In  our  business,"  said  Reeve 
Watson.  "If  this  had  been  a  private 
letter  to  me  I  would  tell  them  In  no 
uncertain  language  to  mind  their  own 
business.  The  matter  is  settled.  The 
Council  should  know  what  it  is  doing."

The  trustees  spoke  of  the  work  of 
the  School  Board  in  getting  the 
technical  classes  established  here  and 
touched  upon  some  of  the  other  re- 
cent achievements  of  the  board.  In- 
cluding the  provision  for  advanced 
education  at  the  two  years'  arts  col- 
lege in  amiiatlon  with  the  University 
of  British  Columbia.  Capt.  Akken 
referred  p.TrtiruIarly  to  the  dpntal 
clinic  establi.<:hed  largely  as  a  resnlt 
of  his  efforts  and  which  wns  in- 
spected   later   by    the    Rolarians:

Skelchinp  briefly  the  development 
fif  technical  education,  Mr.  Binns 
said  that  Great  Britain  had  been  the 
fore-runner  in  Its  adoption,  preced- 
ing even  Germany,  which  country 
had  always  been  regarded  as  a 
leader  in  promoting  a  study  of  the 
crafts  among  Iho  rising  generation. 
He  said  that  only  recently  Victoria 
was  offered  a  chance  to  obtain  fln- 
nnrial  assistance  from  th»»  ffoverVi- 
mcnt  for  the  purpose  of  ndvaneing 
technical  training,  and  the  School 
Board  had  taken  advantage  of  the 
situation  and  got  the  project  under 
way.  half  the  coFt  of  the  furniture 
and  equipment  being  paid  for  Jointly 
by  the  Provincial  and  Federal  Gov- 
ernments. The  start  had  been  made 
in  a  small  way  but  a  Arm  foundation 
had  tbcen  laid  and  th6  equipment 
was  of   the   best. 

This  last  statement  of  Mr.  Binns 
was  brought  home  to  the  visitors 
during  their  tour  through  the  work- 
rooms. Rotarians  expressed  them- 
selves as  satisfled  that  there  a  great 
work    is   being  carried    on.

I  have  received  a  long  letter  which 
touches  upon,  amongst  other  matters, 
the  vagaries  of  the  English  laoguage 
as  perpetrated  on  this  continent,  and 
more  especially  on  the  subsytutlon  of 
different  wordli  for  articles  which 
hsve  an  Engilah  equivalent.  For  ex- 
ample, why  "elevator"  Instead  of 
"lift"?  The  instances  quoted  are 
multitudinous.  I  have  no  desire  to 
wander  again  into  this  subject,  more 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
question  of  language  has  recently  been 
taken  up  by  pens  more  able  thai^ 
mine,  but  my  mind  roamed  away  from 
the  actual  issue,  and  I  found  myself 
wondering  why  It  is  that  we  are  be- 
coming so  stereotyped  In  our  use  of 
language  generally.  There  once  was 
a  Journalist  Hving  in  the  West  who 
was  a  positive  genius  at  producing 
advertising  pamphlets  "boosting"  cer- 
tain sections  of  the  Province;  he  had  a 
marvellous  facility  in  this  direction, 
but  I  do  not  think  that  he  ever  pub- 
lished one  single  paragraph,  article  or 
pamphlet,  dealing  with  the  resources 
of  British  Columbia  In  which  he  did 
not  make  use  of  the  words  "vast 
P(>^entlalitles."  This  expression  was 
to  him  what  "that  blessed  word, 
'Mesopotamia'  "  was  to  the  old  lady; 
it  was  a  source  of  consolation,  en- 
couragement and  inspiration,  and  If 
.  Queen  Mary,  of  Tudor  days,  is  found 
to  have  the  word  "Calais"  engraved 
upon  her  heart,  I  feel  sure  that  my 
Journalistic  friend  will  have  "vast 
potentialities"  tattooed  upon  his. 

•  •  •  • 

TTiat  was  a  little  individual  eccen- 
tricity, but  have  you  ever  heard  any 
public  speaker,  whether  local  or  visit- 
ing, dilating  upon  the  advantages  of 
his  native  city  or  Province,  in  this 
country,  without  making  substantial 
use  of  the  adjective  "fair."  It  is  al- 
ways "this  fair  city  of  ours  (or 
yours)."  The  Province  is  always  fair, 
and  the  word  "this"  Invariably  pro- 
cedes  the  adjective.  Ninety  per  cent 
«t^  least  of  W«stern  orators, -or  ^ratenh 
speaking  In  the  West,  fall  Into  this 
trap,  and  I  drmly  believe  that  each 
and  all  are  of  the  opinion  that  they 
have  said  sometHlng  original,  which 
will  be  taken  as  a  compliment.  The 
Dominion  of  Canada,  by  the  way,  Is 
rarely  "fair";  it  is  almost  Invariably 
"glorious."  And  if  ninety  per  cent  of 
the  orators  are  guilty,  what  shall  we 
say  about  the  lettertwriters  in  the 
public  press.  These  latter  have  no 
excuse,  as  have  the  orators,  of  being 
overcome  by  the  exuberance  of  their 
own  verbosity;  sanely  and  calmly  they 
sit  down  and  pen  the  same  old  word. 
It  would  seem  that  there  is  a  general 
impression  abroad  that  the  omission 
of  the  epithet  would  in  Itself  consti- 
tute a  slur,  but  I  think  that  we  are  all 
growing  a  little  bit  tired  of  it. 

•  •  •  '■• 

Again,  why  is  It  that  the  amateur, 
sending  a'  notice  to  a  paper  about  a 
dance,  consistently  Informs  his  reader.i 
that  dancing  was  continued  until  "the 
wee  sma'  'oors"?  It  Is  not  as  though 
the  Scotch  were  pre-eminent  amongst 
the  nations  of  the  world  for  theJr 
dancing  proclivities;  It  would  be  far 
more  suitable  to  choose  the  equivalent 
In    French.  Why,    also,    do    these 

same  amateurs,  and  most  cub  re- 
porters, make  a  point  In  the  course 
of  the  para«rr(tph,  cf  referring  to 
dancing  as  "tripping  the  light  fantas- 
tic"? I  admit  the  extreme  dlfflculty 
of  writing  a  sensible  and  readable 
account  jof  an  amateur  concert,  where 
every  artist  has  to  be  mentioned  by 
name  so  that  no  heart-burning  may 
ensue  liubllcatlon,  and  where  the  un- 
fortunate writer  has  to  choose  new 
and  suitable  words  with  which  to  pre- 
fix the  style  of  voice  possessed  by 
each  Individual  singer  in  turn.  Some 
words,  in  many  cases  the  most  suit- 
able from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
conscientious  reporter,  are  naturally 
debarred;  I  can  easily  understand 
that  "excruciating,"  "shrill."  "tinny," 
"over-strained,"  "untrained,"  and  a 
doxen  others  would  not  commend 
themselves  to  any  writer  who  valued 
his  life,  if  an  amateur,  or  his  Job,  if 
a  professional.  So  I  see  no  help  for 
It,  until  the  language  is  enriched  by 
an  entirely  new  set  of  vocal  adjectives 
all  basses  will  be  "powerfuU";  all 
baritones  "fine";  all  tenors  "mellow"; 
all  contraltos  "rich";  and  all  sopranos 
"unsurpassed."  So  be  It,  but  do  let's 
make  an  effort  to  break  away  from 
the  "fair"  city  and  province  style  of 
diction,  and  let  us  say  with  TostI, 
"Good-bye,  for  ever"  to  "the  wee, 
sma'  'oors."

I  think  that  one  of  the  most  won- 
derful things  m  the  aftermath  of  the 
Great  War  is  the  optimistic  manner 
In  which  hospital  patients  contrive 
to  keep  a  "stiff  upper  lip,"  and  make 
Ithe  best  of  things.  I  don't  quite 
know  why  this  reflection  should  have 
occurred  to  me  Just  now,  unless  it 
be  because  somebody  has  been  talk- 
ing to  me  about  the  highly  success- 
ful dance  which  was  held  last  Mon- 
day at  Cralgdarroch  Hospital,  In  this 
city.

to  their  beat  form. 

Three  Good  Ones 
Probably  If  there  had  been  no  super 
three-year-old  like  Man  O'  War  to 
race  this  season  turf  writers  all  over 
the  United  States  and  in  Canada 
would  be  proclaiming  today  that  in 
John  P.  Grier,  Wildair  and  On  Watch 
the  second  Latonla  championship  was 
about  to  attract  three  of  as  capable 
three-year-olds  as  the  East  had  pro- 
duced in  a  quarter  of  a  century  and 
that  in  Damask  It  was  to  bring  to  the 
post  a  colt  of  very  nearly  first  class.

Cleopatra,  winner  under  the  silks 
of  W.  R.  Coe,  of  Wyoming  and  New 
York,  of  the  Coaching  Club  and  Plm- 
lico  Oaks  and  the  Alabama  stakes, 
the  most  formidable  Ally  candidate 
of  the  East,  will  be  Joined  at  Latonia 
by  the  Eiast's  most  formidable  cham- 
pionship colt  candidates — Harry 
Payne  Whitney's  John  P.  Grier,  Wild- 
air and  Damask,  and  George  W. 
Loft's  On  Watch.  Upset,  the  colt  that 
•won  the  Latonia  derby  under  the 
silks  of  Whitney,  has  been  retired 
with  a  leg  to  the  Whitney  training 
quarters  at  Brookdale  farm  In  New 
Jersey,  but  he  la  not  wanted  for  the 
championship. 

Hard  to  CThooee 
With  John  P.  Grier,  Wildair  and 
Damask  to  bear  his  silks  the  most 
considerable  thoroughbred  producer 
of  New  Jersey  and  Kentucky,  who 
'last  year  had  no  three-year-old  that 
would  have  fetched  $5,000  at  the  auc- 
tion block  to  represent  him  in  the 
most  desirable  of  American  three- 
year-old  racea  because  it  was  the 
most  valuable.  Is  positively  suffering 
from  an  embarrassment  of  riches  as 
regards  candidates.  He  does  not 
know  which  colt  to  run. 


Who  is  the  legal  holder  of  the 
Mann  Cup,  the  beautiful  thousand- 
dollar  gold  trophy  presented  by  Sir 
I>onald  Mann  aa  an  emblem  of  the 
amateur  lacrosse  championship  of 
Canada?  At  the  present  moment 
the  trophy  is  "somewhere  in  Vic- 
toria," and  thie  Victoria  team  claims 
*the  right  to  be  holder  for  another 
year,  but,  according  to  lacrosse  olti- 
clals  of  Vancouver,  the  cup  has  no 
more  right  to  repose  on  the  Island 
^ban  It  has  in  New  Zealand. 

Monday's  game  at  Victoria  violated 
0O  many  rules  of  the  Mann  Cup  that 
Ic  is  doubtful  whether  the  game  can 
be  seriously  considered.  In  th*  first 
place  the  rules  declare  that  two 
games  must  be  played  with  "total 
goals  to  count."  No  mention  is  matte 
as  to  what  should  happen  in  the 
event  of  a  tie,  but  in  all  other  sport- 
ing events'  a  tie  is  never  allowed, 
the  opposing  teams  playing  until 
a  definite  decision  is  reached.  Vic-> 
toria  refused  to  play  overtime  on 
Monday  and  on  a  tied  game  claimed 
the  cup.  Victoria  was  not  "defend- 
ing the  Mann  Cup,"  the  team'  was 
"playing  for  the  cup,"  as  each  year's 
contests  are  distinct  from  the  last, 
and  when  two  teams  enter  a  fi^d 
«for  a  cvp  neltlier  is  the  de?enaer7 
Under  these  circunutances  Victoria 
has  no  more  right  to  retain  pds- 
session    than    New    Westminster,      as 

neither  team  won  the  game. 

No  Whitewash 
One  of  the  most  important  rules 
governing  the  Mann  Cup  is  "that  no 
reinstated  amateur  shall  take  part  in 
games."  On  Monday  Gregory  and 
Coutts  were  playing  for  Westminster, 
while  Vlct^la  bad  Johnston,  Dakers 
and  Brynjolfson  in  the  line-up.  All 
these  players  were  professionalized, 
but  later  reinstated,  but  under  the 
rules  of  the  cup  could  not  be  played 
i:i  Monday's  game.  Uhder  these  cir- 
cumstances Monday's  game  could  not 
be  counted.  Vancouver  did  not  win 
a  game  against  New  Westminster 
during  the  season  and  could^ under 
no  conditions  claim  even  the  right 
to  play-off. 

Not  only  did  Monday's  game  vio- 
late the  Mann  Cup  rules,  but  it  vio- 
lated the  rules  of  the  P.C.A.Ii.A.  bjr 
playing  ten  men  a  side,  with  sub- 
stitutes at  any  time,  whereas  the 
P.C.A.L.A.  regulations  call  for  twelve 
men  with  substitates  at  periods. 

It  is  certain  that  today  there  Is  no 
legal  holder  of  the  Mann  Cup.  and^ 
euch  being  the  case,  Victoria  should, 
band  same  over  to  the  trustees  so 
that  when  the  next  season  opens, 
(things  can  be  placed  on  a  clear 
footing. — Vancouver  World.

ing events.

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A  STRANGE  VOYAGE 


Party  of  Discouraged  English- 
men About  to  Sail  for  the 
Southern  Seas  in  Search  of 
Taxless  Kingdom   . 


LONDON.  Oct.  21. — One  of  the 
strangest  ships  that  ever  sailed  from 
an  English  port  will  be  the  169-ton, 
schooner  Medora,  which  Is  scheduled 
to  lift  anchor  at  Southampton  by  the 
end  of  this  month  for  a  destination, 
somewhere  in  the  South  Seas  and  the 
Spanish  Main.  Stranger  still  will  be 
the  passengers,  consisting  of  forty 
Englishmen,  many  of  whom  are  club- 
men fleeing  from  oppression — fiscal 
oppression  as  they  call  It.  They  are 
sailing  to  explore  the  South  Seas  In 
an  effort  tp  find  an  Island  which  has 
never  yet  been  afilicted  with  the  curse 
of  taxation  or  hounded  by  tax  col- 
lectors. 

Seriously  o^anizlng  and  leading 
this  quest  for  the  taxless  paradise  on 
earth  is  Rhodes  Disher,  fellow  of  the 
Uoyal  Geographical  Society,  explorer 
and  wealthy  clubman. 

The  "tyrannical  oppression"  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer"  has 
been  too  much  for  Ulsher  and  his 
cohorts,  and  he  conceived  the  bizarre 
idea  of  embarking  on  a  cruise  in 
search  of  a  haven  of  refuge.  To- 
gether with  his  followers,  ho  pur- 
chased the  ^ledora,  which,  perhaps 
unlike  any  ship  that  ever  sailed  the 
Spanish  Main  is  rigged  up  in  most 
luxurious  styl^  with  all  the  comforts 
of  a  club  In  Piccadilly. 

Disher  is  laughing  over  the  efforts 
of  the  Qoverfiment  to  frighten  him 
from  carrying  out  his  project,  and  in 
spite  of  offlcial  warnings  that  his 
scheme  is  strongly  disapproved,  and 
that  It  will  Involve  those  participat- 
ing In  serious  difflculties,  Disher  is 
going  ahead  enlisting  more  disgrun- 
tled taxpayers  for  his  proposed  col- 
ony, and  preparing  for  the  voyage.,^ 

"When  we  get  a  good  wind  from 
the  east."  said  Disher.  "we  shall  set 
sail  straight  away,  although  unfav- 
orable winds  or  bad  weather  may  de- 
lay us.  We  have  not  quite  decided 
yet  exactly  where  we  are  going  but 
before  settling  anywhere,  we  expect 
to  call  at  the  Canary  Islands,  Cape 
Verde  Islands,  West  Indies  and  the 
Spanish  Main. 

"We  shall  then  go  through  the  Pa- 
nama Canal  to  Galllpagos,  and  tl>en  to 
the  Marquesas  Islands,  where  in  all 
probability  we  may  settle. 

"^  know  some  persons  think  ut  a 
pack  of  fools,  but  we  are  all  not  ko 
silly  as  we  may  appear.  The  logic 
of  my  plan  Is  being  attested  to  by  the 
thousands  of  applications  from  men 
everywhere  anxious  to  accompany 
us." 

However  smoothly  the  plans  of  Mr. 
Disher  may  work,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  has  given  assurances 
he  will  have  some  inspectors  down  at 
the  pier  before  the  Junketers  sail  to 
collect  unpaid  income  tax  from  the 
fleeing  pil«riras.

MYSTERY  OF  ORIGIN 

OF  COAST  INDIANS 

KtlinologlNtH  Will  Try  to  Solve  Prob- 

lem  of  Polynesian  Occupation 

of  Pacific  Isles 


Determined  to  find^out.  If  at  all 
poBsible,  the  origin  of  the  Polynesian 
race,  held  to  be  one  of  two  outstand- 
ing problems  in  ethnology  of  the 
present  tege,  plans  have  been  per- 
fected by  the  Bishop  Museum  of 
Honolulu  and  Yale  University  for 
an  expedition  to  the  South  Seas. 

While  many  hypotheses  have  been 
advanced  by  ethnologista.  concerning 
the  point  from  which  the  Polynesians 
began  the  migrations  which  event- 
ually scattered  them  broadcast 
throughout  the  South  Seas  as  far  as 
the  Hawaiian  I^nds,  the  final  stop» 
ping  place,  yet  Professor  Herbert  E. 
Gregory  sayf  the  problem  has  never 
been  solved  as  a  historical  fact.  The 
Hawalians,  Samoans,  Tathitlans. 
Tongans  and  Maoris  are  a  distinct 
rrce  belonging  to  the  Stone  Age,  bu| 
with  evidences  of  Ar>-an   origin. 

'The    question    to    be    determined    is 
where  these   groups  came   from,   and 


how  and  why  they  spread  themselves 
over  the  Pacific,  with  canoes  as 
their  only  means  of  transportation. 
The  origin  and  migration  of  the 
American  Indian  is  also  a  puzzle. 
Ethnologists,  botanists  and  zoologists 
are  tracing  the  American  tribes 
back  through  British  Columbia  and 
Alaska  to  Siberia  and  the  rei^ons 
beyond.  The  probltm  of  the  Pbljf- 
neslan  race  is  much  more  difficult, 
because  it  involves  the  collection  af 
data  widely  scattered  through  hun- 
dVeds  of  islands. — Detroit  New^

Mainland,  had  prevailed  upon  Major 
Hobbs  to   take  hla  place. 

Introducing  the  Major,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Foreman,  of  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment, mentioned  the  interest  now 
taken  by  Canadians  In  aeronautics.  In 
eonaequenoe  of  fhe  splendid  war  rec- 
ords of  the  Canadian  avlatora 

For  a  long  time  It  was  a  question 
whether  ths  Canadian  Air  Force 
would  be  a  psrmanent  or  mlUtla  unit, 
•aid  Major  Hobbs.  The  cost  of  a 
psrmanent  body  would,  howsvsi. 
have  been  so  great  for  the  two  or 
three  squadrons  to  which  It  would 
have  been  conflnod  In  any  case,  that 
It  was  thought  better  to  eatehllah. 
a  nlllitia  force,  and  make  efforts  to 
ensure  that  the  8.00C  trained  alrmoi 
In  Canada  be  ker't  up  to  the  mlnufe 
In  aerial  matters  and  training.  For 
this  purpose  Camp  Borden  Is  being 
re-established,  and  present  pluns  call

The  HI  fortune  that  attended  the 
entire  trip  began  bhortly  after  leav- 
ing St.  Johns,  the  flrst  flfty  miles 
being  done  in  a  gale  of  -wind  that 
flowed  up  the  machine  to  63  miles 
per  hour.  Fog  succeeded  the  wind 
aad.  then  engine  trouble  developed, 
forcing  a  landing  somewhat  precipi- 
tately. The  crash,  however,  was  not 
M  serious  as  had  been  reported,  it 
was   in    reality   a   minor   accident. 

X  new  machine  was  then  obtained 
from  Halifax  and  the  journey  con- 
tinued. Stops  were  made  at  Riviere 
du  Loupe  and  6ttawa,  at  the  latter 
otty  more  engine  trouble  appearing, 
due,  perhaps,  to  dlmatlo  conditions, 
suggested  the  Major,  who  said  that  it 
wag  to  find  out  such  thlnge  that  the 
Sight  had  been  made.  The  stage  to 
Bault  St.  Marie  was  negotiated  with- 
out any  untoward  incidents,  but  eome 
difficulty  was  expected  in  getting 
a'#ay  for  Port  Arthur,  owing  to  dense 
tog.  After  a  delay  of  four  houni,  a 
■tart  was  made  finally,  and  the  trip' 
across  Lake  Superior  completed  in 
two  and  one>half  hours.  Port  Ar- 
thur could  be  seen  an  hour  befora 
arriving  there,  and  the  view  was 
beautiful,    said    the   speaker.  , . 

Winnipeg  was  reached  via  Laka 
Winnipeg  and  the  Winnipeg  and  Red 
Rivers.  Owing  to  the  heavy  over- 
hanging mist,  it  was  extremely  dlffl- 
oult  to  follow  the  Red  River;  as  the 
machine  was  a  flyingr  boat  the  pllout 
had  little  choice  as  to  a  landing 
placs,  and  it  was  only  with  difnculty 
that  the  destination  was  reached.

CtvU  Avlatloa     • 

Speaking  of  civil  aviation,  the 
•paaker  declared  that  the  present 
machines  are  scarcely  more  than 
contraptions  of  sticks  and  wire,  and 
that  the  future  holds  great  things 
In  thi*  line.  Improvement  In  wing 
oonoeptlon  and  the  placing  of  the 
•nglne  In  the  hull  were  Instanced  as 
ways  along  whloh  development  may 
b«  expected.  A  wireless  system 
throughout  the  country  was  also  ad- 
Yooated   that   would   allow    machines 


to  ascertain  their  position-  at  any 
time  during  flighU.  Suchascbsma 
had  been  followed  by  the  Oermans 
in   guiding  submarines  at  sea. 

Alluding  to  statistics  of  civil  avia- 
tion in  England  and  Canada,  it  would 
appear,  said  the  speaker,  that  flying 
was  safer  in  the  Old  Country  than 
hare.  Passengers  carried  there  in 
the  space  of  a  year  numbered  10,000, 
and  in  Canada,  6, GOO.  The  propor- 
tion of  killed  in  England  was  one 
to  every  thousand  earried,  and  In 
Canada  three  to  every  thousand.  This 
Is  a  condition,  however,  that  will 
sooa  be  rectified,  said  Major  Hobbs. 
Too  Many  Islanda 

On  the  conclusion  or  his  address, 
the  chairman  invited  the  audience  to 
ask  any  questions  they  wished  of  the 
distinguished  aviator.  One  of  the 
assembly  took  advantage  of  the  sug- 
gestion, evincing  a  desire  to>haar  ail 
about  the  dltficultles  in  reaching 
Victoria  on  "Wednesday.  Lack  of 
proper  charts  was  the  cause  of  the 
termination  point  of  the  trane- 
Canada  flight  being  in  United 
States  territory,  explained  Major 
Hobbs.  The  charts  furnished'  the 
fliers  were  not  qu^te  correct;  some 
of  the  Islands  encountered  on  the 
flight  were  lacking  on  the  maps. 
This  drawback,  added  to  the  murky 
and  foggy  weather,  were  the  causes 
ol  the  delay  in  arriving  here. 

Mr,  Norman  Yarrow,  who,  with 
Mr.  Marrlner,  was  also  present  on 
the  platform,  moved  the  vote  of 
thanks.  -Mr.  D.  O.  Lewis  being  the 
seconder.  Mr.  Yarrow  reoalled  the 
pionser  journeys  across  the  country 
by  wagon,  predicting  that  this  flight 
will  in  years  to  come  also  be  re- 
garded in  the  light  of  a  pioneer 
voyage,  and  old-tlmera  will  pull  their 
beards  and  recall  the  occasion  much 
ah  they  do  now  the  advent  of  the 
first  train  of  the  C.P.R.  That  he  is 
an  affirmed  optimist  regarding  Cana- 
dian aviation  was  the  statement  of 
Mr.  Yarrow,  wh  osald  that  while 
hats  must  be  off  to  Australia  for 
her  lead  in  naval  matters,  he  was 
convinced  that  Canada  would  play 
the  leading  part  In  aerial  work.  He 
)  was  of  the  opinion,  however,  that 
the  present  type  of  machine  was  un- 
suitable for  civil  work,  and  that  the 
all-metal  planes  will  be  the  vehicle 
ally  trsver  mthe  Ti*Bf  futures 
He  had  seen  such  entirely  con- 
structed of  aluminum  in  English 
workb  and  was  convinced  that  they 
would  soon  take  the  places  of  the 
present  machines.

HERE  FDR  CONFERENCE 


Miss  Olive  Zeigler  Last  Even- 
ing Addressed  Gathering  of 
Leaders  From  All  Denomina- 
tions in  Metropolitan  Church 


Between  thirty  and  forty  girls' 
leaders  from  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  various  city  churches  of  all  de- 
nominations attended  the  conference 
addressed  by  Miss  Zeigler  last  even- 
ing in  the  Metropolitan  Methodist 
Church  schoolroom.  Miss  Olive 
Zeigler,  who  left  Toronto  in  August 
on  her  present  tour  across  the  Dom- 
inion, started  the  Canadian-Qlrls-in- 
Tralnlng  movement  some  years  ago, 
and  is  out  here  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  second  annual  confer- 
ence of  the  local  organization,  the 
sessions  of  which  begin  today  and 
will  continue  throughout  tomorrow. 
The  benefit  of  her  visit  Is  already 
apparent,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
whatever  that  she  will  prove  a  strong 
stimulant  to  the  workers  here,  the 
lively  discussion  which  took  place  in 
connection  with  the'  meeting  last 
evening  proving  that  she  has  the  art 
of  arousing  interest  in  the  subject  of 
which  she  speaks. 

The  origin  and  growth  of  the 
Girls-in-Tralning  movement  was  de- 
scribed by  Miss  Zeigler  before  she 
took  up  the  question  of  programme 
and  •  plan  of  work  to  be  followed  by 
the  leaders.  She  pointed  out  the  Im- 
portance and  value  of  the  "group 
Instinct,"  showing  how  essential  It 
was  that  the  leader  of  such  groups 
should  be  gifted  with  character  and 
ability  to  lead  the  groups  on  to  some- 
thing good,  true,  and  valuable.  The 
separation  of  girls  of  under  fifteen 
from  those  6f  over  fifteen  would  be 
found  advisable.  It  would  simplify 
the  work,  as  experience  had  shown 
tha>t  it  was  w«ll-nlgh  Impossible  to 
address  the  understanding  of  the 
two  groups  In  terms  which  would  be 
Interesting  to  both.  At  the  age  of 
seventeen  girls  should  be  thinking  of 
leadership.  The  smaller  the  grdups 
(he  better,  as  a  rule.  It  gave  the 
leader  a  chance  to  get  more  closely 
in  touch  with  the  individual  girls. 
They  muM  avoid  letting  "groups"  be- 
come "cliques."  Miss  Zeigler  also 
pointed  out  the  danger  of  taking 
away  all  responsibility  from  the  girls, 
telling  of  the  failure  of  a  certain 
C.O.I.T.  in  a  Prairie  town,  just  be- 
cause the  girls  themselves  had  not 
been  consulted  in  any  way  as  to  the 
year's  programme,  although  splendid, 
speakers   ha^   been  secured. 

"The  best  way  to'  keep  ij^f  girls  In- 
terested  is  to  let  them  do  the  plan- 
ning themselves,  as  far  as  possible; 
let  them  make  suggestions."  she  rec- 
ommended. 

Miss  Zeigler  left  Toronto  on  Aug- 
ust 7,  and  since  then  has  visited  a 
number  of  girls'  training  camps.  The 
Orst  to  which  she  went  was  at  Rainy 
Lake;  later,  in  oompany  with  Miss 
Helen  Davidson,  she  ran  a  camp  of 
64  girls  at  Kenora.  She  visited  a 
number  of  places  In  Manitoba  and 
Saskatchewan  on  hsr  way  through  to 
British  Columbia,  and  here  she  has 
visited  several  points  In  the  Okan- 
agan  Valley  before  coming  on  to  the 
Coast  Next  week  she  will  be  in  ■ 
Vancouver,  where,  she  remarked, 
Iramendoua  atrldes  had  baan  takan  la 
the  last  three  years  In  this  rnvvc- 
ment.  She  will  be  in  Victoria  only 
unUl  Saturday  night.

MADE  BY  JUDGE 

Jurist   of  Northern    Circolt   Traveled 

Six  Hundred  MUes  in  Prlmltlre 

Manner 


One  of  the  last  frontiers  in  the 
new  West  still  waits  for  the  steel 
that  will  establish  quick  communica- 
tion   with    the    network  *  of    railways 


that  spreads  all  over  the  American 
continent.  This  ia  the  country  north 
of  the  Grand  Trunk  ^ciflo  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  through  which  one 
still  has  to  travel  by  pack  trail  and 
canoe,  says  The  Prince  George  Citi- 
zen. 

After  a  long  Journey  through  this 
territory.  Judge  Robertson,  of  the 
Port  George  District  County  Court, 
retarned  to  Prince  George  on  Bun- 
day  last.  Leaving  here  some  weeks 
ago  the  Judge  travelled  by  way  of 
Glscombe  Portage,  to  Summit  Lake, 
and  from  there  he  commenced  a 
canoe  Journey  of  about  600  milea. 
He  was  accompanied  by  Major  Bar- 
wls,  of  Vancouver,  and  as  guide  J.  A. 
Cowart   accompanied    the   voyagers. 

Judge  Robertson  held  court  at 
Fort  St.  Johh'  and  also  at  Rolla  and 
Pouce  Coupe.  At  the  latter-  place 
there  were  three  civil  cases  and 
about  thirty  naturalization  proceed- 
ings, and  about  fifteen  or  twenty  of 
the   latter  at   Rolla. 

People  at  Pouce  Coupe  are  very

It  Is  yet  too  early  too  hasard  any 
guess  aa  to  the  result  of  the  ap- 
proaching «Iectiuna  un  the  liquor 
question  In  Scotland.  The  campaign 
on  behalf  of  the  Prohibition  or  anti- 
licence  forces  in  being  conducted  by 
the  National  Cltlgens'  Council,  with 
head  offices  at  121  St.  Vincent  Street, 
Glasgow,  of  which  Ueutenant-Colonel 
Hobert  Kyle,  C.M.O..  D.8.O.,  is  general 
aecretary.  On  the  other  hand  the 
fl&ht  is  in  chafge  of  the  Anti-Prohi- 
bition Campaign  Council,  with  head- 
(luarters  at  46  Melville  Street.  Edin- 
burgh, where  -Mr.  Harry  Barnshaw 
is  the  directing  force. 

Both  parties  have  been  worlcing 
hard  throughout  the  Summer.  Both 
express  themselves  today  as  confldent 
of  victory;  but  neither  Is  too  confi- 
dent. Events  in  the  next  Ave  weeks, 
when  the  campaign  will  grow  more 
and  more  intense,  until  polling  day, 
may  throw  some  light  on  what  is  to 
come;  but  at  i^-esent  it  looks  as  if 
wo  are  likely  to  know  nothing  until 
the   votes  are   counted. 

That  there  Is  need  of  greater  tem- 
perance In  Scotland  nobody  denies. 
Everybody  wi-shes  to  see  the  amount 
of  (drunkenness  reduced.  Oranted, 
aa  la  demonstrable,  that  society  as  a 
whole  has  grown  steadily  more  sober 
for  the  last  century  and  a  half,  and 
that  this  tendency  has  been  at  least 
as  conspicuous  In  Scotland  as  in  any 
other  part  of  the  British  Isles,  it 
remains  that  there  is  still,  especially 
In  the  larger  Scottish  towns,  a  de- 
plorable amount  of  drunkenness,  and 
recently  published  figures  on  the  sub- 
.Ject  have  been  disquieting.  It  is 
stated    that    whereaa    in    16    weeks    of 

1918  and  1919  the  convictions  for 
drunkenness  in  (ilasgow  were  res- 
pectively^  ■ 

1918 — 1,296    men    and    388    women. 

1919 — 1,076    men    and    353    women. 

These  totals  have  suddenly  leaped 
to: 

1920 — 8,077  men  and  1,343  women. 

It  is,  of  course,  easy  to  suggest  ex- 
planations of  this  increase  in  drink- 
ing, in  causes  which  are  notorious, 
especially  the  return  of  the  de- 
mobilized Armies  after  the  war  and 
the  Immensely  augmented  spending 
power  of  the  working  classes:  and 
It  is  the  merest  accident  that  the 
first  poll  to  be  held  under  a  nine- 
year  old  law  should  happen  to  fall 
at  thia  moment.  None  the  less,  the 
facts  are  unpleasant.  Whether  the 
reduction  of  licences  In  the  ways  pre- 
scribed by  the  present  Temperance 
Act  Is  the  right  way  to  tackle  the 
problem   is  another  question. 

Prohibition  (he  Iiwao. 

The  anti-licence  campaign  is  being 
conducted  frankly  as  a  campaign  for 
prohibition.  "Liquor  must  go"  is  its 
watchword.  It  must  go  in  behalf  of 
tfie  childreiv  "There  are  about  a 
million  of  us  in  Scotland,  We  ask 
you  to  make  Scotland  safe  for  us  by 
voting  'No  Licence,'  "  It  must  go  for 
sake  of  the  home  and  the  women: 
"Home!  IX.  Is  woman's  kingdom. 
Safeguard  it!  .  .  .  'Rise  up,  ye 
women  that  be  at  ease!'  "  The  Scot- 
tish Churches  (not  Inclvding  the 
Episcopal  or  Roman  Catholic 
Churches,  which  are  uncommitted) 
are,  It  is  claimed,  "united  In  favor  of 
'No  Licence.'  "  Liquor  is  wasteful  of 
money:    "Scotland's    drink      bill      for 

1919  was  £36,000,000,  or  i;i2  12s.  per 
head  of  the  ftdult  population."  It  Is 
wasteful  of  the  efficiency  of  a  peo- 
ple: "both  physical  and  mental  work 
Is  helped  where  liquor  finds  no 
place."  Each  of  the  foregoing  quota- 
tions is  from  a  different  poster  or 
leaflet  of  the  National  Citlxens' 
Council. 

'  The  campaign  is  being  energetically 
conducted  by  means  of  platform 
speakers,  personal  canvassing,  house- 
4o-house  work,  and  the  distribution 
of  hnndbllls  'and  other  printed  mat- 
ter. Much  assistance  h.as  been  given 
by  speakers  from  the  United  States, 
who  dwell  on  the  benefits  which 
America  la  deriving  from  prohibition; 
and  some  acrimony  has  been  Intro- 
duced into  tho  fight  on  Ihe  question 
how  far  the  salaries  or  the  expenses 
of  these  speakers  are  paid  from  Am- 
erican  sources. 

Pro-Llccncc  Cam 
On   the   other  side   the   Anti-Prohl- 
bltlon    Council   declare    that   they   are 


•■  anxious  (or  temperance  as  any- 
body: "We  would  welcome  eo- 
operaUon  with  the  real  temperance 
reformers  in  framing  wise  laws 
which,  while  preserving  the  liberty 
of  the  people,  would  promote  tem- 
perance." They  put  forward  a  con. 
structive  programme  as  a  basis  for 
such  laws.  Including  the  Improve- 
ment of  publlchouses,  various  pro- 
visions for  the  regulation  of  licences. 
reasonable  hours  of  opening  and 
cloning,  and  drastic  punishment  for 
habitual  drunkenness.  The  present 
campaign,  it  is  said,  is  not  a  cam- 
paign to  promote  temperance,  but  an 
effort  to  saddle  Scotland  with  Prohi- 
bition, which  would  bring  In  lis 
train  evils  worse  than  it  aims  to 
abolish.  It  is  denied  that  the 
Churches  are  In  favor  of  "No  Lic- 
ence"; and,  aa  a  matter  of  fact,  not 
a  few  ministers  of  standing  appear 
on  the  anti-Prohlbltion  platforms. 
ElTective  use  is  made  of  the  attempts 
of  Americans  to  dictate  to  Scotsmen 
In  their  prix'ate  affairs,  and,  quaintly 
enough,  Mr.  Eiviwhaw  recently  Issued 
a  challenge  to  the  temperance  pflrty 
for  a  series  of  six  joint  debates  to 
be  held  in  six  of  the  chief  cities  In 
Scotland  and  put 'forward  as  his 
champion  an  American  speaker,  Mr. 
C.  A.  Wlndle,  of  Chicago.  Prohibi- 
tion, it  is  aigued,  is  a  "violent  Inva- 
sion of  individual  liberty."  it  is  a 
"political  insanity."  Figures  from 
America  are  quoted  to  show  that 
"ProhlMtion  does  not  decrease 
crime."  Eminent  physicians  are 
quoted  to  show  that  alcohol  in 
moderation  *■  not  injurious  but  bene- 
ficial; and  a  host  of  other  authori- 
ties— Cardinal  Ciibbons,  Sir  R.  Baden 
Powell,  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  Mr. 
Edmund  Goase,  and  many  others — 
are  cited  as  opposed  to  Prohibition. 
There  Is  the  economic  question  of 
the  revenue  derived  from  liquor;  and 
"Prohibition  would  greatly  increase 
the  cost  of  living."  Finally.  "What 
is  the  Yankees'  game?"  They  say 
that  Rrohibition  will  promote  effl- 
otency;    "W»  seem   to^  remember  ^hat 


the  abolition  of  vodka  In  Russia  had 
very  different  results."  Are  the  Am- 
ericans only  trying  to  "ruin  our  \n- 
dustrlea"  and  breed  urest?  "You 
remember  the  German  efforts  at 
'peaceful  penetraitlon'  and  what  it 
cost  to  shake  the  country  free  of  It? 
Do  you  wish  to  take  another  dose  of 
'peaceful  penetration'  from  adven- 
turers and  cranks  f^ora  another  for- 
eign  nat^n?" 

Meanwhile,  the  real  question  Is 
whether  the  voting  of  "No  Licence," 
or  a  reduction  of  the  number  of 
licences  in  Scotland  by  26  per  cent, 
will  9r  will  not  tend  to  increase  tem- 
perace  without  Introducing  counter- 
balancing or  even  greater  disadvan- 
tages, as  by  discrimination  in  favor 
of  the  well-to-do,  who  do  not  patron- 
ize publichouses  and  bars.  That  in 
the  question  before  the  voters;  and 
what  they  will  say  on  it  no  one  ^Vt 
pretends   to  know.

On  Ellsmere  Island,  the  great  do- 
main which  marks  Canada's  north- 
most  projection,  over  one  thousand 
miles  within  the  Arctic  circle,  the 
earth  In  Summer  Is  plentifully  be- 
decked witb  flowers.  The  dandelion 
and  poppy  are  as  conspicuoua  there 
as  in  the  peopled  parts  pf  Canada, 
and  there  Is  Just  as  luxuriant  a 
grassy  vegetation.  If  there  Is  snow 
there,  one  must  climb  tho  heights  to 
find  It,  and  as  for  glaciers,  one  must 
travel  south  to  Alaska  and  British 
Columbia  'to  see  them.  There  wan 
a  time  when  glaciers  did  exist  in 
those  northern  regions,  but  the  gla- 
cial age  Is  Just  as  remote  there  a«  It 
Is  In  Montreal. 

Mr.  VllhJalmur  Stefansson.  the  ex- 
plorer, was  In  a  mood,  as  he  sug- 
gested, tO|  be  almost  unprofessional. 
In  his  Inclination  to  lift  the  veil  of 
superstition  which  has  l^ldden  this 
wonderland  of  the  North,  and  which 
has  been  interwoven  with  the  popular 
conception  of  Arctic  exploration.  Its 
terrible  hazards  in  the  desert  of  Ice, 
and  the  tragedy  which  has  been 
written  into  Its  story.  "How  do  you 
suppose,"  said  he.  "that  I  could  live 
there  sumptuously  for  five  years 
with  seventeen  men  and  60  dogs,  and 
find  subsistence  entirely  in  the  re- 
sources of  the  country,  if  it  were  not 
a  land  of  natural  productivity?  And 
during  that  time,  I  would  remind 
you,  that  we  Bever  missed  a  meal  nor 
lost  a  dog."

Mr,  Stefaiwon  heartily  agreed 
with  a  sugtMtlon  that  Canada's 
northern  empire  has  an  unmMunir- 
able  contribution  to  make  to  th# 
world.  The  reported  discoveries  of 
oil  l.tOO  miles  north  of  Ekimonton. 
and  the  attcfitlon  which  is  belnir 
more  and  more  directed  to  explora- 
tion for  the  hidden  resources  of  the 
country  arr.  In  his  opinion,  but 
leading  lo  the  time  when  a  very  con- 
siderable part  of  the  world's  supply 
of  meat  will  be  raised  on  the  grac- 
ing lands,  within  and  around  the 
Arctic  circle,  and  when  aettlements 
of  people  will  find  life  not  only 
endurable  but  congenial  along  the 
highways  leading  to  the  pole,

slxe,  Iifconsplcuous  and  plain  of 
themselves,  these  twd  sectlos  of 
bone  further  carry  out  the  theories 
that  over  North  America  thousandn 
of  years  ago  there  existed  creatures 
of  stupendous  slxe.  In  the  bone  it- 
self there  Is  nothing  to  showvto  the 
ordinary  person  whether  It  is  of  ftsh 
or  reptile,  animal  or  mammal,  only 
that  it  has  come  from' a  huge  crea- 
ture's skeleton,  for  it  is  undoubtedly 
bone. 

There  are  two  solid  pieces  which 
are  similar  In  appearance.  They  are 
of  round  and  flat  appearance,  re- 
sembling sections  of  log,  and  are 
about  12  inches  In  diameter  by  15 
Inches  In  length  and  very  probably 
are  sections  of  a  vertebral  colunln. 
Some  persons  say  that  rather  they 
are  sections  of  a  tall,  but  the  fact 
that  there  are  three  offshoots  from 
tho  sides  at  right  angles  to  each 
other  would  credit  that  they  are  the 
HectlonH  of  a  nplnal  cord  and  the 
ofTshoots  would  be  the  remnants  of 
ribs. 

There  has  been  no  expert  advice 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  bones  and 
there  la  much  speculation  among 
those  who  have  seen  them  as  to 
their  origin  and  kind.  They  are  on 
their  way  south  for  the  purposes  of 
research    work. 

The  bones  were  found  on  Kltson 
Island,  at  the  mouth  of  the^Skeena 
slough,  by  Mr.  Ertnyu.  of  Park 
Avenue,  and  are  consigned  to  Mr. 
Mayekawa,  344  Powell  Street,  Van- 
couver, who  will  have  them  further 
examined.
